PEOPLE DIE IN CROWDS 



Large Section of City Now a 
Quagmire, Covering Up 
. Corpses 



Hyderabad, India, Sept. 30. — The 
catastrophe' that overwhelmed Hyder- 
abad, the capital of the Nizam's do- 
malna, and left in its trail thou- 
sands o£ dead, was one oC tlie most 
sudden and most appalilng oi: Iho 
many visitations on record. 

In tlie Nizam's dominion.^ are many 
laices, the largest of whicli communi- 
cates with the river IMusi. Tremen- 
dous rains caused vlio lake to over- 
flow into the river, which in turn 
burst its banks. A flood of water 
sixty feet higli swept down upon the 
city, carrying everything Ijefore it 
and completely devastating several 
(luartors of tlie city. 

Tliousanda of tons of water crashed 
in a dense mass against the houses, 
burying under tlio rulna the natives to 
a number that cannot bo oven esti- 
mated. 

After the flood subsided a vast quag- 
mire of black mud, out of which arises 
a poisonous stench marked the spot 
where thousands of people lived. Bands 
of natives aro now searching this pool 
for the bodies of their relatives, and 
Iho scenes are sickening. Many of 
the bodies have been recovered, and all 
of them are badly mangled. Many moro 
bodies aro burled. : In , the. debris' of 
masonry an^ twisted Iron. 

The flood nctunlly wiped out a dis- 
trict a mile long and half a mile wide.

AUTHORITIES DIFFER 
ABOUftUBERCULOSIS 

Dr. Koch Adheres to His The- 
ory Concerning the Bo- 
. vine.. Bacillus ,. 



Washington, Sept. 30. — That his dec- 
laration before the Britisli congress on 
tuberculosis In London in I'JOl, that 
a human body may bo infected by tho 
bo.vlno tuberculosis bacoiUus, but that 
serious diseases from this causo oc- 
curred very rarely, has undergone no 
moditlcatlons, was emphasized by Dr. 
Hobt. Koch, tlio eminent authority, be- 
fore tho International congress on tuber- 
culosis here today. Dr. Koch stated 
that he still enteirtali)s...the'^.opinlon he 
then expres8ed;'^and'^whichi^haail)een. re- 
inforced as the result of experiments 
conducted after making the statement 
which attracted so mucli attention in 
the scientific world. 

While admitting that human beings 
may bo infected by bovine tuberculosis 
baccllll. Dr. Koch said today that up to 
date In no case of pulmonary tuber- 
culosis In man has the tubercle baccillus 
of the bovine type been definitely demon- 
strated. He still holds that pulmonary 
tuberculosis is produced by the tubercle 
baccillus of the human type exclusively, 
and declares that our regulations for 
combating tuberculosis must by all 
means be directed against that source of 
tile disease. 

Dr. Arllong, of Franco, In combating 
tho views of Dr. Koch declared himself 
a staunch adherent of the doctrine of 
tho unity of the tubercle baccillus. and 
pointed out the necessity of taking pre- 
cautions ngalnst the tuberculosis virus, 
whatever may bo Its origin. 

Discussing the tests of bovine tuber- 
culosis with tuberculin. Dr. Lawrence 
Flick, of Fhiladelphla, in a statement 
issued today describing experiments 
along that line by Dr. Detro said: "What 
was done by Dr. Detre was to inject 
under the skin a small amount of an ex- 
tract In the one Instance and of a 
watery solution In tho otlior of human 
and of bovine tubercle buccllli, which 
had been stcrlli-^ed and deprived of all 
life. The purpose of tlihs is to deter- 
mine whether the child is suffering from 
tuberculosis which has been clerivnd 
from an animal or from human beings, 
and tho proceeding is absolutely harm- 
less."

GRAND CANAL OF CHINA 



Protest Mado Against the Ruin Threat- 
ening This Great Work 

Shanghai, Sept. 30.— A writer In tho 
North China Herald protests ngalnst 
the ruin which is being allowed to 
overt.ake that great triumph of engin- 
eering, tho Grand Canal of China. Tho 
government, lie points out, is allowing 
tho canal to go to decay. Tho lower 
stretches liavo within tho past few 
months been allowed to become the 
liabltat of organl^^ed nnd aggressive 
river pirates, who lire Into steam- 
launches nnd plunder passenger boats 
and cargo bo.n^ts indiscriminately. In 
tho upper regions of the canal there Is, 
on the other hand, a constant shortage 
of water, or so mucli that it cannot 
bo utilized. A moro perfect pro- 
vision by nature of vast natural dams 
in the great lalces of Southwest Shan- 
tung and Northern Kiangsu it would 
bo difficult anywlioro to find, but tliey 
aro cither unused or misused. Tho 
writer goes on to .alludo to tho sllting- 
up of the erratic Yellow River, which 
Is now In many places as much nhnvo 
tlm level of nil tlio surrounding coun- 
try as tliG second story of p. house 
.aliovn tho ground. Those wlio Icnow 
liest, ho snys, predict another tromen- 
don.s' calamity from this source in tho 
not distant future. Then fhRro will 
ho exclamations of surprise that It did 
not come sooner and howls for funds 
for "relIef','i;Mllllons of Chinese will ho 
Impovorlahedi '-hundreds of thousands 
of them win bo rendered homeless and 
tens of thousands of them drowned 
and starved.

Dear Sir — W^lll you kindly have tho 
King's Printer Instruct the several 
printers who, I understand, aro now 
printing tlie voters' lists for Rossland, 
Ymir, Nelson, Cranbrooic, Fernle, Slo- 
can, Kaslo, Rovelstoko and Columbia 
ridings, constituting the federal Koo- • 
tenay electoral district, to sell to ma 
or my agent, up to 50 copies of the new 
lists for eacii of these ridings. 

"I am desirous of having the federal 
election in Kootenay district on tlio 
same day as tlie general elections aro 
held. To enable this to bo done, it is 
necessary that copies of these lists bo 
sent to the various parts of tho ridings 
and arrangements made as to who is 
to act in oacli locality as deputy-re- 
turning olHcer and poll cleric and com- 
putations mado as to tho number of 
voters in cacli locality. There is qulto 
a number of new localities to be pro- 
vided with polls and some old polling 
places may have to bo discontinued for 
want of voters. Unless all tliis data is 
collected in advance of tho dissolution 
of the House of Commons and all these 
arrangements made for olficials bofore- 
iiand, I fear there will not bo time to. .

"Considerable expense has already 
been gone to ' by. trying to use the old 
printed .lists and. typewritten. , copies of 
changes since' .made,' but some collec- 
tors' have asked good round sums for 
the additions and corrections and by 
the tlmo all the changes aro made and' " 
typewritten copies made in alphabeti- 
cal order, tho total cost will bo very 
great. 

"Even with your complete printed 
lists tile advance information required 
from various localities will cost qulto a, 
sum nnd I shall have to incur this ex- 
pense solely in my endeavor to have 
tho elections on tho general election 
day and witliout any hope of reim- 
bursement.

should occasion arise. 

Chief Stryker — "1 ma.\- add that we 
have from :;.') to ."55 pounds iirossure ul 
the pipe, and a gravity system. 

Chief Klngsley — "Such a question, as 
a matter of fact, cannot be answered 
in a general way.

Fire Marshal Kello'se — ^!'The only 
advantage that Is to be gained by the 
use of the engine Is due to the fact 
that the engine U provided- with a re- 
lief valve, ■yvith a delivery 6t IH 
yoii should have a relief valve at the 
hydrant." 

Chief 'Watson— ? lf I am permlted I 
would very much like to relate a rath- 
er curious Incident within ray own re- 
cent experience. The manager of a 
prominent store on 'lovernment street 
tells me, that in conversation a few 
days ago with an insurance man he 
had observed that when tho salt water

Chief Smart remarked tliat in some 
parts of I'Jastern Canada four liorfic.s 
hitched abreast were now used; but 
the animals should not be exercised 
farther tluin tm feot upon each side 
of tho stations. (Hear, hear.) 

President Metz— But Is it not rather 
hard upon the apparatus to take It out 
every day ? 

Chief Smart— .Vol at all, if the fire- 
men are compelled to clean It every 
(lay after it is brought, in; for which, 
moroo\er, they "have abundance of 
tune, (Hear, hear.)" the only thing 
which we use in training horses is a 
lump of sugar, (.\pplause.) We keep 
our horses standing upon blue clay, 
while we rub Neat's foot oil occusion- 
uily a])on the balls oC their hoofs. 

Chief Biiclian of .Stockton, Cul., re- 
marked that it crude oil Is used on 
tlieir hnol'K twice a week blue clav 
would be found unnecossarv.

Chief Watson explained that ho had 
intended to prepare a paper upon the 
subject under discussion, but time had 
not iiermlttcd.

Had It not been for the vigilance 
of Jailer Abbot who took oecasi.ui lo 
make an extra round of the iiolice 
cells yesterday afternoon one of the 
Inmates of tho jiolice st.-ition would 
doubtless at' this time have been niun- 
bored among tlie missing. As it vr.ir, 
Katawa, a Japanese held for deporta- 
tion, came within an nee of making .1 
clever escape apd In fact wa.s just 
about to execute his well thought out 
plan when" tho prison official arrived 
on the scene ajid the wily Orientnl 
was promptly locked up while tho rope 
which ho had manufactured was con- 
fiscated. 

The Japanese has been confined in 
jail since, last week awaiting the re- 
turn of the Aid Mam on which he was 
discovered as a stowaway; Ycstorda\- 
afternoon he made all arrangement's 
for escape. Purloining tlje roller towel 
which is in tho cells' for the use Of the 
prisoners, he cut It Into Stflps and by 
means of a handkerchief and ' a piece 
of rope which he obtained In some 
mysterious fashion he m'aae.va rope of 
about eight foot in length, . It is pos- 
sible for a prisoner, by climbing up 
Inside the lavatory of the Jall.Vo reach 
the bars overhead. To one of these 
the Japanese attachod the rope and 
throwing it out through tho bars It 
htmg down outside into the court yard. 
It was his Intention to let the rope 
hang there In the hope thai It would 
not be seen by anyone until lie was 
allowed Into tho courf yard where the 
lulsoners are given an oppoi-tunlty of 
taking an airing. It -would have 
proved an i^asy matter for lilni to 
ellmb up the rope to tho bars over 
the lavatory and an active, man could, 
from there, climb along a water pl|io 
to 1)110 of the unbarred windows of tho 
biirrack room upstairs.

MORETON FREWEN ON 
THE SILVER QUESTION 

Claims That . Politician Must 
' Grapple Witli Question in 
■ .. - [\lear F 



"Since the repeiil of ihe Sherman act 
and tho tall ot silver, 1 have seen that 
tho veilow man using wlntu money Is 
cutting tlie throat of white man us- 
nig vfllow money.' 

This pregiiiint remark Iroin the Hps 
ot Thomas Reed, tho famous Tsar of 
the American house of representatives, 
as quoted yesterday by Mr. Moreton 
Frewen struck the keynote of one o£ 
the most able and Instructive ad- 
dresses over delivered befortoUhe .Can- 
adian dub.of Victoria, . Mri'I^r.ewen la 
;kno>vn In ,5^the wMt . asVa Bromlnent 
London' flnianoler and- one' of the direc- 
tors of the Grand Trunk Paclllc, but 
in Englandihe Is also known as one of 
the most prominent bl-metalUsts In 
Europe, a man of wide travel and cul- 
ture who has given a life time of study 
to this Intricate subject. 

Jlr. Frowen is also a believer in 
prcl!erential tariff.s as a necessary part 
of the development of the Euipiro, to 
which tho federal idea Is a necessity, 
and gave .some • interesting remlnla- 
cencses'' of talks ..which • he", ihad ■ %vlth 
prominent 'Statesmen: .of 'the'' .last ■ gen- 
eration both In Canada and the United 
States. ■ •■ ' ' ■ ' 
Speaker Introduced 

Tho speaker was Introduced by A. 
E. HcPhillips, K. C, who ' regrettijd 
that .luilgc bampman, tho president of 
the club, should have been prevented 
by an Indi-sposition I'rom being pn;- 
sent, and referred to tho fact that Mr. 
Frewen had known Canada since ISVli, 
and had been a friend of tho late Sir 
John A. Jilacdoiiald. 

Rising anilil cheers, Mr. Frewen said 
in part: 

"I have been asked to .iddress you 
on a subject which is generally con- 
.sidered rather a dull one, but tho men- 
tion of Sir John A. Macdonald con- 
jured up many pleasant memories. It 
Is almost thirty-live years since I 
visaed 'Victoria, and there have been 
^ntahy chan:;es' in that time, but one of 
"the greatest lias been tho revolt 
against tltat pernicious system of free 
trade in whicii Sir .lolni A. Macdonald 
was one of the lirst leaders, and I like 
to thinli that I was one of the lirst ad- 
herents ot the preferential idea. I 
think I got the ide.x in the first place 
from the late James G. Blaine. Ho 
put the Immoral aspects of free trade 
most clearly and forcibly. Said he: 

"'Your people are the most, thrift- 
less In the world. They care^or ftnd 
protect their people, educate them at 
the expense of thv .state and then put 
them on the immigrant ship, and tliey 
are lost to the country. Why don't you 
assist and direct hnmlgratlon, and say 
to them it you go to Ontario you will 
havo a free entry Into our markets, 
while if you go to Minnesota there will 
be a tariff wall against you. Do you 
know that your three millions of peo- 
ple in Australia buy more from Great 
Britain than the sixty millions in tlio 
United States, so one Immigrant to 
Au.str.alla is more profitable than twen- 
ty -which you glyp^.to us.; , • 

"I . venture to say," , continued Mr. 
Frewen, "that 'If Im'rrilgratlon to tlie 
south had deflected to South Africa, 
during the last tifty years by state ac- 
tion, the population • of Britishers 
would so have outnumbered the Boer.s 
that there could have been no Boer 
war. The result of the good company 
1 enjoyed in Washington with Mr. 
Blaine and others was that it became 
necessary for ino to unlearn many of 
tho lessons which I had learned at 
Cambridge, ^nd I found that the at- 
mosphere, in which I was brought up 
was tainted with many fallacies both 
in philosophic and political thouglit- 
The Rise of Free Trade 

"Thi^ genesis of the free trade Idea 
Is to be found I'urtlior back than the 
days of Colnlen and Briglit. It aro.se 
out of tlie dislike which their lathers' 
generation entertained to the limpire 
itself. 1 do not know it we can blame 
them. They were born In sight ot 
Yorktown. They saw the conuitlona 
which resulted from the defeat of tho 
British arms; how It led to the war 
witli Franco which added 700 millions 
sterling to the national debt, and so 
they came to the conclusion that Em- 
pire building was a disa.strous failure. 
Cobden boiievcd tliat an empire was 
merely a source of weakness and in a 
letter to Colwell said that the burden 
of Empire oouid only bo lessened by 
the imperceptible procession of free 
trade. 

"But see the; changes wrcuglit in tho 
world by the experience of tlie federal 
system,'. I of ten; wonder what would 
liave ,happen-ed. had not. Hamilton, by 
almost 'Divine Inteiposltlon, invented 
tbo federal Idea. There was no prece- 
dent. Ho had to go back to early times 
for anytlilug at all like it. Had Ham- 
ilton failed and tlie Joffcrsonian Idea 
of separate sovereign state.") prevailed 
we v.-ould today have forty-live separ- 
iite .states witli forty-live ataiiding ar- 
lulc.s on tile look out for chuiicos for 
dispute. 

Forerunner of Pesco 
"Peace will come, not by Hague con- 
ferences, but Ijy the C'liiergoiice and de- 
velopment of tlie I'eiioi-ai iirinciiile. 
Tliat is why 1 welcomed -Mr. Jo.sejih 
Cliamberlain and Ills iireferential jiro- 
paganda. One cannot even think of 
federation without j)rcterciice, and so 
wherever you lind free traders tliere 
you will find anti-federal l;-it:i. I was 
in Australia two year.s before the fed- 
eration of tho Commonwealth was ef- 
fected, and I found Mr. Reld, who 
made over a hundred speeches against 
.Fed(.'ratlon on the grouiiil that It would 
de.itroy I'reo trade In New South 
\\ .•lies. 

"But I am v.-andering from a subject 
which Is oven nearer to niy heart than 
tlio lederatlon of the Brltl.sh Empire 
\\ lien 1 was Iiore thirty-four vears 
iiRo, even then I saw that the question 
ol silver Avas of tran.sceiidental im- 
porlance. but it is a Muestion that Is 
but little understood. If it were every 
one would bo .speedily convinced of lis 
iiuportanco and the absolute truth of 
bl-inetaliism. I have not .sjx.ken pub- 
licly on this question fn.- twelve ve ir< 
but the question Is forcing Itself to tho 
front again, and perliaps this address 

pal^n ""^ 

"Silver Is more itiian. a question of 
economics, it Is/a question of white 
men .against yellow .men. Tom Reed 
In one of his progmint phrases, said 
th.-it .since tlie i-opcal of tho Sherman 
act am the lull ol silver, he had neon 
that yellow men using llu; white moiiov 
were cutting tlio throat of the while 
men using yellow money. The use uf 
a single gold standard means that vou 
cannot compete with tlio sliver coun- 
■i' s. In Hongkong a few years ago 
the e:^clianr:c stood at 4s 2d, today it la 
la Sd. 

. 'A'i'hen tlie Chinaman wishes to buy 
your goods he first lia.s to buy tho 
gold to pay for them. Fonnorly he 
could pay 10 sovereigns for 48 oic his 
dollars, but now ho has to pay 120 of 
hl.s dollars. His dollar will buy just 
as much labor and other native com- 
modities as It ever, could, or . In othec 



words, sliver ijriccs have not advanced 
gold prices, and tho result Is that tho 
effective UHO of our gold currency 'In 
the Orient Is destroyed. 

"I will give you a concrete Instance. 
About 1895, when silver was higher 
than It Is now, the British consul-gen- 
eral at Hakodate, Japan, reported that 
tho city wished to Instal a modern wa- 
ter system, and to that end called for 
tenders for 1,500 tons of metal pipe. 
An English flnr. secured tho contract 
at a price of £4 •Is per ton, and- at tlic 
current price of silver the Japanese 
had to pay 28 of his dollar.s to get £1 
4s, so tlio pipe cost' hfm 28 J.apanese 
dollars per ton. After 'a, few years the 
town of Hakodatefe-jylshed to extend 
their ^yater. systiefn;;';and'.cali.ed, for ten- 
ders lior.'More' pip.eT! but ^ 
time there' Had beeh'the great fall in 
silver, due to tho free coinage of sil- 
ver. Tho same firm tendered again, 
this time quoting £4 a ton, or 4s loss 
than before, but at the then rate ot 
enchange it cost tho Japanoso 40 of 
their dollars to buy £4, as against 28 
to buy £4 4s a few years before. The 
result is that though tho prieo was 
lower in gold, the cost to the Japanese, 
In their own currency, which could buy 
at home as much as. ever, was $40 per 
ton,, as .against $28. This was more 
than they could afford to pay, and the 
end of It was that an iron foundry was 
established in Hakodate, which today 
Is shipping pi|)c to various points In 
the Orient, formerly supplied by us. 
Another Viewpoint. 

"To look at this question of ex- 
change from another point of .view: In 
China, bsforo the last-jdrop In sliver, 
five Chinese dollars would almost buy 
a sovereign, .and those same five dol- 
lars would pay a day's wages to twen- 
t.v-flve Cliincse laborers. 'Now that 
sovereign cosLs in Cliina 12 of their 
sliver dollars, ;i sum which will today 
hire sixty of the same laborers for a 
day, and you cannot compete against 
that. Tho result is that with gold 
prices rising and silver j)rices falling, 
our exports aro breaking down. The 
Oriental oitlier cannot .afford .to buy ut 
all or liQ can niitketthQ. goods. cheaper 
himself. ' , ' . ■.■ 

"Slpce,tho fall In'j'the prlcp of ailvftr 
consequent on 'the closing of the In- 
dian mints, Manchester cotton cx- 
j)ort.s to China have Increased but five 
|)or cent, while the cotton exports from 
Bombay to tlio same place havo in- 
creased COO por cent. A committee of 
inquiry was sent out from Manchester 
to look into tiie cause of tills groat 
comparative falling off of trade, and 
their reports shows that ithe- exchange, 
or otherwise the fall" In'Sllver, 'waB the 
reason. 

"This state of affairs is getting 
worse instead of better. 1 am glad to 
say, and I am glad because conditions 
wlli. so.onjreach a point,.where the. In- 
fluential, men Jin, th6.ilarge' commercial 
nation^ ■will be bbliged to examine the 
subject and apply a remedy. The great 
Interests in IS'ow York and Mew Jing- 
land are already arosed and are send- 
ing a coniniisslon to China and the 
Orient with in.structions to probe tho 
question tiioroiighly and to spend, It 
need be, $10,000,000, and to report in 
six years. 1 hope then that the (lucs- 
tlon will be settled. 

"I wLsh you to take this up With 
your representatives in Parliament, 
and mako them go into the matter. If 
there were a bi-metallic party in th,^ 
Canadian parliament it would help us 
enormou-sly in our work in England,

Charter's hall, Sookc harbor, was 
comfortably crowded^ last evening,; the 
occasion belnir ''a mee'tingr in tho inter- 
ests of F. H. Shepherd, the Conserva- 
tive nominee in the Nanaimo constitu- 
ency for tho Dominion House- in ad- 
dition to the candidate addresses were 
delivered by W. H. McUowall and H- 
D. Helineken, K.C. The rormer took 
a dellnito stand on the Oriental Immi- 
gration question, advocating total ex- 
clusion; asserted that he was in favor 
of government ownership of railways, 
providing they were operated under 
an Independent commission, and af- 
tlrmed thttt the statements which had 
•been made to' the "effect that ho ivas 
beholden to the C.P.R. were without 
the slightest foundation. Ho pledged 
himself to do his utmost In the Inter- 
ests <^f the district, if elected, and at 
the conclusion of hlu remarks, was ac- 
corded an enthusiastic ovation. 

James Murray was voted to tho 
chair and ' lit' hli \ opening- remarks 
thanked those' "who were' present' for 
their attendance, aiddresslnt; the ladies 
in particular. It^w^s not necessary to 
introduce H. D. Uelmckcn, ' K:C.', who 
was "the worthy son 'of a worthy aire." 
An entire 'Stranger was IT. Shepherd, 
and he trusted that the people of Sooko 
would take hiiri ln and not only glvo 
him a hearty welcome and accord him 
a bumper majoritj' on the 2i;t!i ui Oc- 
tober, or A. W. McUowall he stated 
tiiat lie had been a frequent visitor to 
tho community, was well and favor- 
atiiy known, and ho felt suro that any- 
tliiiig he had to say Would be given 
careful consideration. Ho would asic 
ilr. McDowall to say a few words aa 
an introduction to tlio proceedings. 

In a brief address Mr. McUowall 
said that tho I'ortlicomiiig was ono of 
the most moineiilou.-i of elections wliich 
Canada h.ad experienced for yeais. Tlio 
Hiberal party liad been in power for 
twelve years and now was on its trial. 
Crltici«os, Govirnment. 

Discussing the* acton of Sir Wilfrid 
Eaurler's party, the speaker drew :at- 
tentlon to tho refusal to produce pa- 
pers last session, when tho oppo-sition 
was bririBlng. ■Imp9rtant charges 
against tlio adminlstratloii. Tho Con- 
servatives^ therefore,; had found It ne- 
cessary to obstruct the passage of 
supply. Iif dolngr'^ao they were only 
guarding tfie'^'rlsb'ts of) the pubic. 

Before tjje Vfilberals were elected 
they had maijeraligreat many pledges. 
They htid stated that they would re- 
duce taxation. At present the people 
throughout Canada -woro taxed $1)00,- 
000 a week more than during tho Con- 
servative regime. Tho l<lberal8 also 
had assured the voters tjiat free trade 
as it was In Groat Britain would bo 
Inaugurated. So it was unnecessary 
for liiin to say iiiut notliing of thu 
kind had boon done. 

Mr. McDowall drew attention to 
Hon. Borden's .•jtatoinent that if tho 
Liberals lost ten seats in Quebec, they 
would be- defeated. Ho simply men- 
tioned tills as an indication of tho 
trend of sentiment and us a happy 
augury of tlio outcome of the cam- 
paign. Ho asked those present to 
accord the candidate • their support.

Being a citizen of Xanaimo and 
in close touch with the requirements 
of the more thickly populated sections 
he had. been selected. However, he 
hoped that he- wotild become lietter ac- 
quainted .'^Ylth the peoplo ot tho outly- 
ing soci'lons.-and, if elected, would 
mako a '.special r-offort - to> become' as- 
sociated with them. 

Reference w.is made to the charges 
of maladministration against llio gov- 
ernment. Ho stated that the cominl.s- 
.sion appointed to investigate had re- 
ported with crlticl.sm more drastic 
than that advanced by the oppoaitioii. 
He did not bolie'Ve it >vas nece.ssai-y 
for him to make any lurtlier com- 
ment. Investigation was in progress 
BtlU and the results would be known 
later, 

Jlr. Sheplierd mado mention of the 
bolter terms question and, witliout go- 
ing into details, quolcd from a state- 
ment prefaced by Mr. Cowan, of \'an- 
couver, mnkin.? a coiii|iari.son ot tlie 
per capita e:si)end itiirc ot British Co- 
lumbia as eoinp;irod witli otlicr pro- 
\-|rices. The total expenditure in this 
province was $12.61 per capita while 
tho next section in oi'der, Manitoba, 
reached a total of $4.18. Undisr the 
circumstances he thought that tho fed- 
eral government should grant the west' 
fairer terms.' As H(imo one had ro- 
marki-d. "Better Terms" was hardly 
tho o.\prosslon. Rather it was "Fair- 
er Terms." As' With such ' a huge 
sirotch of country to cover, It waS 
im possible for tho provlneial aulliorl- 
tics to maintain lnstltutloi)s and to In- 
augurate the.* needed Improvements 
without a fairer return from' Ottawa. 
That' was about all ho had to' say on 
that Bubjcct. There might 'come a 
tlmo When tho' Immense 'mineral 
wealth of British Columbia wn.<5 de- 
volopojl, that. the-. ■ country would be- 
come settled;- tho 'output would bo 
greater, and the government would bo 
in a position to get 'along more In- 
dependently. 

Oriental Immioratlon 

Speaking of tlie Orinnlal iminlgra- 
tlon, Jlr. Shepherd outlined tlic stops 
taken by tho dominion Koveriimeni to 
regulate tho influx of the yellow 
horde.q. Ho told ot the despatcli of 
an cnils.sary to .Tapan, hat in h.-iiid, 
begging that tlie emigration should be 
checked. That wa.s tlie Rlliuition. Can- 
ada did not control tlio movement but 
the balance of power, apparently, was 
in the hands of tho .Tapancse anvhori- 
tles. He -went on to say th.at when 
the G.T.P. rnllvvay was first proposed 
it was promised that only when it 
was nocccsary would .Tapancse be eni- 
pl.-^yod. Ho wanted to sfat'o ino.st eih- 
phiitieally f'-'it this had not boon ad- 
hered to. There was iinthin,? to pre- 
vent tho .Tapancse cnniln.g into tho 
country and they were being engaged 
In the construction ot tho road to the 
exclusion of others.

The; Colonist has 'on --more .than one 
occasion polnterl out to Its readers 
that tho Oriental questioii, \> h.eii con- 
sidered from an eeoiiomic point of 
\ lew. Is not so much as to what wo 
will do with tho Orient, but wliat tho 
Orient will do with us. We have men- 
tioned the vast ■ resources S- Of China, 
The history of tho ' world shows that 
coal and Iron are the real sinews of 
commercial war. 'I'hese China lias in 
abundance, atid they are not confined 
alo.no'.to. China among Oriental, coun- 
tries.. .We have pointed out that the 
utilization of these and other natural 
resources through the instrumentality 
of cheap labor was an Incalculable 
menace to the prospjerlty qtf the Occi- 
dental nations. The rhohetary policy 
of Europcl and America is Intensifying 
the acutenes;i of nils menace. On 
this point we must refer readers to Mr. 
Frewcn's .own language, for It would 
bo Impossible,- In any summary that 
could hero bo given to convey tho 
point as clearly as he does. 

The appeal of tho sjicaker to us as 
'Canadians tO'-forco this question upon 
the - attention of the government of 
Canada is timely. It cannot be made 
an issue In the present election. It 
may never become a political issue, 
and perhaps ought not. But it Is tlmiely 
that danadlans, and especially those 
of us who live on the western threa- 
liold of the f'ontiiieiit and whose ex- 
pectations of prosperity are so closely 
Interwoven with everything that re- 
lates to the Industrial and economic 
development of thu Orient, should 
devotee much consideration to tills ex- 
ceeuingly important matter, and make 
an effort to understand It In all Its 
bearings. • Wo do not forget that an 
able speaker, completely in touch with 
his suiiject, can present a case in a 
manner tliat carries conviction with 
It, and yet have told us only one side.

The Colonist has no desire to under- 
valuo the aids referred to, but it does 
dispute tho claim made for Mr. Tem- 
pleman that the establishment of them 
Is his work. Shortly after Mr. Tem- 
pleman took ollice tho Valencia went 
ashore and a terrible loss of life en- 
sued. A', once there arose a demand 
for better ccasi. iirolectlou. It grew 
so intense that, as Mr. Templeman 
himself has said, it almost became a 
political Issue. Every reprcsontatlvo 
organization in the city called upon 
the govcMiment in the name of hu- 
manity to iirpvlde the necessary aids. 
The OoIonL-st devoted column after col- 
umn to arguments In support of these 
demands. Our recollection of the mat- 
ter Is that our evenlm-^ contemporary 
preserved silence, liuleeil, it attacked 
the (.'.iloulHt for Us insistence. The 
'..'ommlssioners appointed to Investi- 
gate the loss of tho Valencia urged 
the Immediate necessity for better 
safeguards being provided; the Board 
of Traile supported the demand; so. If 
wo remember aright, did the City 
Council, When Capt. Troup wont east 
to attend the meofirig oC tho Light- 
house Board, lie took with him tho 
strongest recommendations of a public 
character for these necessary works. 
In all this Mr. 'i'l-inpleman did not 
appear, as far as the public knows. 
In tho course of time offlolals from 
the Marine Department came out to 
e.Namino the situation, and after long- 
co.atinucd agitation the necessary work 
was ordered.

The matter la one fop-jjolnt action be- 
tween the municipalities ' of Victoria 
and Oak Hay. The Fort street route 
Is inconvenient to many parts of the 
city, and tho congestion of traffic upon 
It Is increasing. Bay street "and tho 
Edmonton road afford r thorouglifaro 
as far as the Mount Tolmio road, and 
a short distance north of tho junction 
with the Mount Tolmlo road. Third 
street extends eastward to the city 
limits, at u point 1,000 feet from the 
Exhibition grouricls. Tlilrd .street, ul- 
tliougli not very good, Is passable Willi 
carriages, aTidJ>'ii|htll ;;; recently a good 
many people used to drive througli 
that way to tlic Exhibition. We tlilnk 
there is no public; right of way fur- 
ther than the city limits, although 
we may bo mistaken mi this point. It 
the streets were opened tho Electric 
Railway company might bo. disposed 
to swing a branch from Its . IMount 
Tolmie line out to the Exhibition 
grounds, and iiosslbly it miglit feel 
like extending the Sjjrlng Itldgc line 
out along the Edmonton Road, so as t'o 
give two' Independent car lines, one 
from the south and the other from the 
north part of the city, to the Exhibi- 
tion. There are some lino building 
sites along the' Edmonton road, and 
doubtless the owners would bo disposed 
to meet any reasonable request that 
the company might make. Such 
route would really b<- the best by 
which gravel fr<im .Mount Tolmie 
could be brought Into the city. 

But whether a car line is built or 
not, this alternative way of reaching 
the Exhibition grounds would bo vi 
useful, and the expense of i)rii\-i(Iiiig It 
would be small. Stock intended for 
the Exhibition would all be driven out 
by it, for It is far more convenient to 
the farmers than the present road, if 
a good sidewalk were jirovlded. many 
Ijeople would walk out, and it is cer- 
tain that a good ihiil of the veliicular 
traffic would take the proposed road 
In preference to I'ort street This is 
not a matter with, which tho Exhlbi-! 
tlon management have anything to do 
directly, but they iiiighl well lake it 
Into consideration, and, if they think 
well of It, urge it upon the city counj.

United- States lias been, a Uvo 
topic In , the republic for some years. 
That great efforts to tlil.s end are ris- 
'{luircd is sliown by tho fact that this 
Kuniincr fire destroyed timber lands in 
■f 'Ne^v, York state at tho rate of a mll- 
Hon dollars -vvorth a day. A corroa- 
liundeiit writes: 

The forest firn eoiiditiunK in all 
piirts uf tho AtlirondacUs are growing 

■ worse lioiirly, with no sign of relief, 
■{althousli at .least five thousand- m«n. 

■ ' arc engaged In lighting the flames 
day and night. • Not a single fire has" 
lieon checked, and the smaller burning 
areas .are rapidly BpiC-adlng into vust 
conllagratlons, which In some instances, 
are coalescing. At least dfty thou- 
.•-iind acres of valuahlo forest lands are 
on lire, and iho extent of the destruc- 
tion may be nnieh greater. A big fire 
lias broken out at North Hudson, in 
Kasex county, where 1150 men are 
.lighting it . in two divisions, some at- 
.t'acklng It froni tho cast and others 

. 'from -.the west. This firo is already 
miles In extent. Small lirog are^ajfring- 
Ing up In a hundred .localities, ati'd the 
.situation, is becomlng'Gxtremoly alarm- 
ing. Gangs of men are being rushed 
into tho woods froni the cities to 
light the fires. Sun, moon, and stars 
li!i\c been obscured for several days, 
and at night tlic roads are so dark 
lliat it is dangerous to venture ui)ou 
theiu. Xevcr lias it been known to 
be so dry in tills localitj-. The high- 
ways are a mass of heavy dust, tho 
streams are drying up, and tho sup- 
ply o£ drinkine water la almost ex- 
tiausted.

Again tlio movement of Canada's 
crop comes up for diseu.ssion. A Jlon- 
trcal expert has figured out. In con- 
necltlttn ^Ith -this saas'on's harvest, the 
number 'of cars and trains that will bo 
ijequlred to_Ii^|il the wheat to the sea- 
fcoard for" shipment. His logic runs as 
follows: 

The movement of Canada's wheat 
crop, when figured on tho basis of cars, 
brings forth astonisliing results. Of 
coiir.se, it must bo remembered tluit a 
great proportion of this wheat finds 
the, seaboard mainly through the groat 
Inland waterways; that is, from wes- 
itern points. on the Great Lakes to cen- 
iCre^ llkp Montreal and Buffalo. Pro- 
#nilng''for a "momont,' however," that 
Cfariada- 'shipped' all' '■hor wheat from 
plate of growth to tidewater by rail, 
the^jflgufes resulting are somewhat, a?- 
tdnlshlnsr; This year It has been' es- 
timated that there will be a crop of 
one, hundred and ton million -bushels;, 
allowing ten of these millions for 
seeding purposes and local uses, the 
remaining one hundred millions will 
hpvo to be transported. If calculation 
is based on sixty pounds to the bushel 
it is found that there are three millions 
tons to bo carried, which at fifteen 
tons to the car would necoasltate the 
use of two hundred thousand cars. 
Taking the average train to bo com- 
posed of thirty ciu-s, the astonishing 
total of six tiiousand, si.x hundred and 
sixty-six trains is readied. 

The total mileage' of tlio Canadian 
Pacific Railway is about ten thousand 
miles. If tlie whole of this wheat was 
to be transported over that system tiie 
amount of space needed is easily cal- 
culated, while if these cars were made 
up into one train It would roach from 
Alontreal fo Winnipeg.

Ncwcjistlo is like Uuudee — a two- 
iiiOiiiber c-uiiHtltUency. .\t the gem ral 
election it returned a popular f.,abor

If 
tho IIousi? of Commons, liesides being 
the central arena of the eoiu'liet of 
parties, performed its ' other fniu^tlon 
of auditing or ch(^cl;lnK off the iiian- 
ngement cif the nation's liiisliie.js it

.'lecond or third year, ;i rejiort on the 
navy showing on one page the nav;il 
requlri-ments of the Kniplr*' and on 
the oiiposilt' page an acconnt (jf thii 
resources provided to meet tliesi- re- 
qulremeiit.s. This would be tin- true 
balance .sheet. 'i'lie account of tlie 
cost would be an appendix. But tho 
Admiralty, with the cheerful conni- 
vance of Uie House ot Commons, sup- 
presses the "real balance sheet. The 
nation knows what it spends on Its 
navy, but has no means of knowing 
whether th« return In the shape of 
iireparatlon for war is or is not an 
adequate guarantee ot security.

;mkI the urnss amount Of wealth produc- 
ed by till- 12.000 miners equalled that 
prndiieed by the entire ngrleultural com- 
munity. Tt is net that the pfotits of 
s-llver minliic: are excessive, but 11 .crlves 
sueb Mil inunense iimnunt of .support to 
all other Industries. For instance while 
the Broken HIU mines are working, tho 
management puts under ground every 
clay £100 .^tfrllng worth of B. C. timber. 
That may helj) you to realize how It 
ennie .-ibnut that the depression 1n the 
United .State.s followed the clusing of 
the mines In Utah, Colorado and Jlon- 
tano.

Gentlemen — At a time like this, on 
the approach of a general election, all 
of us should have clear Ideas on the 
administration of the country by a for- 
mer government and by the present 
government. AVhlch parly contributed 
must to the progress and opening up 
of our country? 1 a:n aura all of us 
wish for honest administration, and 
well matured progress, with, discretion 
as to how much the public Income can 
afford. We do not want extravagant 
schemes on paper on .the dawn of an 
election, simply to catch votes. For 
the next month wo are sure to have 
conflicting stories, apeechea and argu- 
ments, sotting forth the merits and do- 
merila of opposing parties, and it will 
be for us to decide wisely. The Con- 
servative parly being tho oldest and 
longest In office, a short review of Us 
acts win be In order. It will not bo 
necessary for BrllLsh Columbians to 
go back to the days pre.luus to Con- 
federation, as after that our political 
hit-tory begins. The Cunservatlvo gov- 
ernment made tlio bargain with US on 
our becoming a province of Canada, the 
chief feature being the construction, of 
a railway from ocean to ocean. The 
government set to work at once to form 
a comiiuiiy to carry out this great 
work — gigantic in Its conception — 
nothing MO great had been proposed In 
any part ot the world. To carry out 
such a vast undcrtaUIng by five mil- 
lions of people was said by many to 
bo madness, 'i'lie government, how- 
ever, did not lose heart, but went to 
work to consummate their compact. 
The cndeavoi' to secure reliable con- 
tractors, iind funds to secure In parlia- 
ment suppotcra of the scheme led to 
what was known as the Pacific scan- 
dal. That scandal — If a scandal — was 
washed out by the electorate of the 
Dominion by roturnlnEr to parliament 
for eighteen years the principals In. It. 
Before a contract could be made the 
Conservative party went out of office. 
In 1S73, to bo succeeded by the Liberal 
government of Alexander Macken?:le, 
which was strongly oppo.sed to tho 
compact with British Columbia. This 
government went out of office In 1S7S, 
succeedcid by the Conservative govern- 
ment oC .Sir John Macdonald, which 
brought into opcrtalon the National 
Polley, a moderato protection, with the 
result that the country Jumped with a 
bound from great tiepresslon to groat 
prosperity. Closed factories were 
opened and new one.s came Into opera- 
tion. A. contract was let for the con- 
structlon'.of the Canadian Pacific lall- 
way, "Which . htjs, been satisfactorily 
completed, thereby opening up tho 
great northwest to settlement from 
Ontario to British Columbia, . causing 
avenues of coinmcree to and frojri Ehg-, 
land to Jaijan iind China by marine 
rvice. Tho Conservative party con- 
stnieted the Sault Stc. Marie canal, on 
the Can.adlan side, at a cost of four 
inllllon dollars, to be Independent of 
the United States canal, on the oppo- 
site side. Many other Important i)ub- 
lie works vvca-o carried out by the .same 
party. That there was peculation by 
nlractors and overseers I do not pre- 
tenil to deny, but .such should have 
been a beacon to the Liberal party to 
steer a cle.-u- course. 

The Liberal Record 
Now for tho Llber.al jiarty styled by 
Its leaders the iiarty of purity, and 
economy. This party bein.g in opposi- 
tion for about ei!,'hteen ye'ars, opposed 
with all its strentrth in parliament and 
out of parliament, the compact with 
this pruvlnoe, and if it had Its way,, 
the gre.-it Niirlhwest would be unten- 
anted, and practically unknown west 
of Manitoba. This party condemned 
Conservative extravagance In the 
strongest language as quoted In tho 
Colonist of September also con- 
demned corruption and favoritism, and 
all the ills that could be Imagined— 
with It.'; (-'yes ;ind ran open to such 
evils did it lake v.-arning, and deter- 
mined to keep a clean honest course. 
The answvr must be. It lias n(jt, l)ut 
has gone deeiier In the inire, as Mr. 
Joseph Martin, of Liberal tendency, 
correctly stated a few days ago at 
Vancouver. I am not going to enumer- 
ate the different scandals revealed. I 
l^eave that for the Conservative ciindi- 
dates standing for election, but I ask 
tho electors, of both parties to bear In 
mind that the numerous scandals 
brought to light in tho last two or 
three yi/ars, ami In the present year 
.are not trunipeil up stories v.-Ul'iout 
f<JUii(lation, but actual [acts had from 
the iljis of g(jvirnment olllelals. So 
there can be no denying, (jr Ketllng bi'- 
liind fsLcts, however uniileasant. In 
the inilillc aeeounts committee of tlu! 
House of Commons the majoidty on 
1 he e.imniiltee for the last eleven vears 
has bi;en Liberal, with the chairman, 
;is a rule, an unscrupulous I^lberal who 
has frequently ruled against Important 
questiona which pointed to casting 
light on wrongdoing — but worse still 
when a minority report Is brought In 
dealing with the evidence of wrong- 
doing, tho government and its sup- 
porters about l.'^O members stand up 
and smother the truth, tliereby, con- 
doning dishone-sty. 'I'be government 
going the vlrtufius length in Ilagrant 
cases of promising a one-sided coni- 
mlsslon to Investigate, which amounts 
to whitewashing the offender. Tho 
eonsequenco being that olllelals !u-o 
given a stimulus to fresh outrages. 
Two years ago the governnunt named 
a commission ot throe Liberals to in- 
vestigate the affairs of the depart- 
ments, being honest Liberals of which 
there are many outside of parliament, 
they brought In a report not compli- 
mentary to tho government, or to some 
of tho departments. That report "hot 
Ijcing such as tho government llkod, a 
second (;onimlssloii, composed of a 
judge and two T^lberals, nro reinvesti- 
gating tlie working of tho departments. 
It would bo Improper to surmise how 
far tho report of tho second commis- 
sion will ngreo with that of the first. 
It was created on .party lines, but It la 
to be hoped It will act Impartially.

I have Bust .read a report of a speech 
by Minister .'.^llver,'- In which he al- 
ludes to the millions of acres given by 
the Conservative government to rail- 
way companies, and that the Liberal 
government gave none. Very true. The 
Conservatives gave the land for full 
value received — the making the coun- 
try habitable. Tho Liberals had no 
occasion to give land to railways, aa 
they found the country opened, but 
they did give tliousands of acres to 
their own and Mr. Slfton's friends at 
a nominal figure compared with the 
present value. 

Mr. Burrlil In his speech at tho Con- 
servative nomination, although show- 
ing up some Seandaloiia acts' of the ad- 
ministration, stated distinctly that ho 
believed the Intentions of individual 
ministers were honest. I believe so 
too. If such Is the case It may fairly 
bo a.sked wherein lies their evil-doing. 
'This question is easily answered. It 
lies in lack of supervision over subor- 
dinates, in being supine and careless 
beyond measure in tho expenditure of 
public money, in retaining in oflico of- 
flclala who oxceedi^d their duty and 
have brought disgrace on tlio country 
by playing Into the hands of voracious 
middlemen, and taking commissions 
dishonestly. Another very reprehensi- 
ble thing sanctioned by the govern- 
ment Is tho preferential lists of favor- 
ites to whom all fat contracts nro 
awarded, in most cases wltliout fair 
competition, and we taxpayt'rs have to 
stand the extra cost. Mr. Joseph IMar- 
tln says an inquiry should have been 
held into tho sudden accumulations of 
wealth by Mr. Slfton. I think so too 
were such an ln<iulry possible. During 
Mr .Slfton's administration of the pub- 
lic lands of tho country some outra- 
geous things were done. 

It cannot bo contradicted that a few 
favorites were allowed to absorb as 
much as 400 square miles of land at 
the'loweat possible price — and snuiiler 
amounts to other favorites — ijlaeing 
the poor settler' at great disadvantage. 
The administration of the public work, 
marine and flsherles and railway and 
canal departments are carried on In a 
very unbuslhes's-llke wayi Money 
votes are made to each- department, 
to which there Is a ministerial head, 
who is allowed a free hand In tho ex- 
I)endituro of such vote, whether ho Is 
experienced or a greenhorn, whereas 
iniport.ant business should come before 
the whole cabinet for api>rova! or 
amendment. An illuatratlon may bo 
given In the bargain made by Sir. 
Slfton. Jlr. Smart, ^hls deputy, and A. 
P. ■ Preston, iigent in London for tho 
Interior deparlmeiU, u llli a foreign, or 
partly foreign eompany, bring immi- 
grants to Canada at so inueh per head. 
I do not know precisely, nor am I go- 
ing to say w!io Hluired in the expendi- 
ture under this contract, but wlien I 
brought ui) tho question in tlie senate 
I v.-as told by a member of the gov- 
ernment that the contract . was made 
without the knowledge of the cabinet. 
This is ono example of how buslness 
is carried on. 

Now, gentlemen electors, whatever 
is said on ono side or tho other, you 
in:iy be perfectly s.-iti-?ned that much 
has h>-cn ilonc of a very reprehensible 
ebarueter, cert;Unly there has been 
suflielent wrong-doing to place tho 
present Liberal government on trial 
.at tho bar of public oplnln. Money 
spent illegally should not be allowed 
to liUnd us. I believe all of you desire 
clean government. You have trled.for' 
eleven years tho party which " for 
eighteen years / preached clean gov- 
ernment,, and. found It wanting. .Let us 
therefore Have a change and try If tho 
other party who • made the ' country 
will give us clean administration. The 
present government came into office 
under the most' favorable circum- 
stances, it found a'policy ready-made 
to its hand, moderate protection" which 
encouraged and stimulated manufac- 
tures, and the great cuttle and grain 
country opened u]) by the C.P.R., caus- 
Ing a buoyant and Increasing revenue. 
To these great advantages the Liberal 
members of parliament were hostile tq 
the last degree.

It will bo 
noticed in Sir ^yuirld Laurlor'a 
speeches he places his claim to an- 
other live years of office on his per- 
sonality and a desire to see the Grand 
Trunk Paciflo railway finished, and 
not on what he- hits done for tho 
country-.' l^UCh would be forgiven If 
he had tried to, Cleanse the corrupt do- 
partmenta.!!>^d-r had - ' dismissed every 
official who t played Into the hands of 
dishonest contractors and middlemen, 
thereby' making' themselves dishonest.

AMERICAN SCHOONER 
DECLARED FORFEITED 



Justice IVlartin Hands Down 
Decision in tlie Case of tlie 
Francis Cutting 



Mr. Justice Martin ye^jtcrday handed 
down judgment in the case of tho 
King vs. tho Francis Cutting, an Am- 
erican Ilshing schooner, which was 
caught by the Canadian government 
steamer Kestrel Ilshing off Capo Scott, 
on the west coast of Vancouver Is- 
land. The question was whether or 
not the steamer nt the time ot capture 
was wltl-.ln or without the three-mile 
limit. 

His lordship flnd.s that she was and 
declares the schooner, . her boats and 
tackle forfeited. The text of the 
judgment follows: 

This case turns upon the accuracy 
of tho observations takeh ' by tho 
captain (Newcombe) and first officer 
(Moore) of tho C.G.S. Kestrel, and, as 
Lord Unlsbury pointed out In the King 
vs. The Kitty D. (1905), 22 Ti. L. R., 
101; 31 S.C., G7.'?, such a question is 
"solely one of fact." 

■\Vlth respect to tho observations 
taken by sextant by the forrner officer, 
the evidence adduced by the defend- 
ants' counsel, Mr. Burns, and tho ar- 
gument founded thereon have raised 
a doubt in liiy mind that I. should find 
difficulty In upholding the seizure 
upon them. But. the compass bearings 
taken by the latter officer -have not, 
in my, opinion, 'been .•successfully at- 
tacked, and there Is nothing in tho 
evidence which creates any. rea-spnabie 
doiibt in my mind of their accuracy, 
and I am unable' to accept the position 
contended for by. tho master, of tho 
schooner... 

It follows from this finding that the 
fishing schooner Francis Cutting, her 
boats, tackle, rigging, appa -el, furni- 
ture, stores and cargo must be and 
hereby are condemned and declared 
forfeited -to His Majesty.

Willie no luird and fast rule can l5e 
made, it is generally admitted that In 
cases of serious or daUKeroua Illness 
tho fewer people seen by a patient 
the better. Tliia Is very often forgot- 
ten by anxious volativea and friunda. 
'J'hcy Judg<e Iw their own feelings 
aiid forget that a sufferer very often 
Ik loo wealc to respond. In many 
liosi)ltal8 the rule of admitting \-isli- 
ors very seldom Is followed and tln rc 
are .some doctors who consider that 
I palienis would be benelltted if visitors 
i were altoy:eUier lorhldden. 'J'lils Is a 
matter where kindh'.-artod peojile who 
lia\e leisure to Ko and see their 
friends who an- 111 uuist exercise dis- 
er'.tion. Jl Is hard \vhen one has 
eunu; a loUf; distance and m.ulc jji-r- 
iKips some sacriliee in ortler to sei' a 
ilear friend to he tokl that already 
moro people liavo been In the room 
than ii was wise to admit. 

But, in such ease. It wmild be no 
kindness to Insist upon seeiiii; the pa- 
tient. A token of renienibraiice, a lov- 
iiiK lueaaage, will show tliat he or she 
is not forgotten. But though In the 
ease of serlous and dangerous illness 
even tho dearest friends should be 
chary of their visits, it Is otherwise 
with convalescents or with sufferers 
from llnKerlng- sickness. They should 
not be allowed to be hmely or think 
themselves furKolten. ll Is In tlie long 
da,\s when health is slowly relurnuiK 
that tin. little attentions and the cheery 
vi..-its of kind pi'oplc iU'L- most aj)pru- 
eiated and that they do most kooi.1.

How to Make Coffee 

it Is strange that good coffee Is as 
difficult to gel as though the drink 
were an uneommon one. Instead of 
being the dally beverage of millions of 
people. 

Even the best regulated kitchens of 
well-to-do families do not send to the 
table good coffee as a rule. Tho best 
cooks do not always make it. 

In tho ordinary hotels the bevera.ge 
Is usually so Insipid and tasteless thai' 
one feels like quoting the old saying: 
"If this Is coffee, give mo tea; If this 
Is tea, give me coffee." 

There are few people who do not 
know and enjoy a taste of really good 
coffee; and the majority of these peo- 
ple make the cojfec at their own 
table. This Is the only way they can 
get the kind of coffee they want. 

Housekeepers will gef the best 
brand; they -will instruct the cook In 
all the arts of ro.-istlng nnd grinding 
and dripping or boiling without avail. 

The main reason that coffee Is so 
insipid Is that the cooks are careless 
alinut time and mcnsiirement. They 
take little pains -svitli cither tea or cof- 
fee. They do not allow the wafer to 
boll, they keep the pot away from the 
fire, they pour fresh water on old 
coffee. 

They also have the very bad habit 
of letting coffee stand. They mnko ir 
early and put It aside. The art of 
making fresh coffee -Just before It Is 
served Is unknown to the majority. 

Those are the principal reasons why 
Americans get such a-fasteleas bever- 
age served to them at all times and In 
all places. 'Wholhor It Is made- at 
homo or paid for,. It Is hard to get tho 
right thing at the right moment. 

For this reason there Has come 
about a fashion for- Turkish coffee 
mnde on tho table. Only the few ■who.ci 
palates are cultivated can .stand this 
rich, dark, sweet brew. 

It was never Intended for the aver- 
age Amorlcnn sloinacH. Tt Is over- 
stimulating and indigestible. 

It Is always tlioiight that the T'Yenrh 
know how to make the kicsI" roffee, hut 
good as It Is it Is equaled If not sur- 
passed In New Orleans and AtoblU?. 

One reason for Ibis Is that the Creole 
cooks In that jiart of the country cnn- 
Hldor coffee tin; first article In any 
meal. No wonderful dish of herbs .and 
eggs or broiled poijipanp. .or gumbo 
file Is put ahead of a perfect pot of 

coffee. 

There Is no girl so aecnnii)llslied In 
the drawlng-rooin that .''lie Is nni' able 
to turn out a cui> of cnffoe lli.-it equ:ils 
one made by the best chef. It l.'i not 
until other .'\niorlcan women realize 
the value of good coff(-e and learn how 
to make it that we shall have ll uni- 
versal. 

To begin at the beginning, as all 
good recipes jiiiil f.-ilrv tales do, the 
Creole roast.s tlio coffee at home nnd 
gi'lnUa a llltlc at a time. .When It la-. 



rbasted It Is turned' Into. ."a ' thick 
wooden box. 

Early every morning the sound of 
the coffee grinding is over that land, 
from the French market to tho levees. 
This method -keeps tho aroma of tho 
coffee. When one buys it roasted and 
ground up there Is no way to havo 
the coffee fragrant, 
_ The water "Is violently boiling be- 
fore the coffee Is ground, and the pot 
of -^hcavy ' brown ; earthejiwaro/.,ls hot 
through a'nd through. ' . ' . 

.Above It Is' a clean chec'se'cloth ba.g 
resting on the edge over which the lid 
can fit. The ftoshly ground coffee Is 
quickly put" Into tho bag, a cupful of 
boiling %vater poured through, and tho 
lid put on. 

After two minutes another cupful of 
water is put on, iinA so on until the 
right quantity is made. You <lo not 
find these cooks carelessly pourln.g on 
the \vliolo (luantlty of water at one 
lime. 

liven aft(n- it is all In, It is poureil 
back througii the coffee in the ba.g at 
least once and often twice. Ii' Is then 
served al once. The smell is as de- 
licious as the tasti-. ami the cor)-eet 
ccdor Is a rich golden bruwu. 

There is still another very good wa.v 
to inak'' i-offee. It is lle^ iiietiiod of 
the l<:ast and West, .-md Is called the 
Yankee wa.\-. 'I'lie Xorlh drinks boll- 
i-.l coffei- .-iiid lie- Soutli drinlt:, drlli- 
Iic-d i-offee. l-:a.-h tlliiiks the one wa.v 
supericn-, but V'.ith arc good. 

The hiiiletl coffer- is made b;,- irailln;; 
coffei; ill a iiorcelain boiler with cold 
water,- leaving the lioller oil the firi- 
until tin- -ivater i-omes to a brisls. boll. 

After five minutes of this it Is pour- 
ed out (,if the kottlo thrmigh a iiiiisliu 
strainer into eac-li cuj).

Vancouver Lacrosse Team Will 
Not Play in Westminster 
— The Situation 



A lacrosse team from Vancouver will 
not play tno Capitals at New Wost- 
minster today. At any rato It would 
so aijpear from the statements which' 
have been made by officials of tho Ter- 
minal City organization. They i^ssert 
that they will not again send a tNtclve 
to tho Royal City In view of the treat- 
ment whicii was meted out to tlioir 
men last Saturday. As was generally 
predicted the chasing of the Vancou- 
ver i)layers from tho Held b.v a hundred 
or njore lioodliima has had the effect 
of embittering the spirit of antagonism 
existing between tho two mainland 
clubs and It Is the general opinion that 
the outcome -will be a severe blow to 
tho po])ularlty of the Canadian pastime 
on tho Pe-cIIIc coast. ' 

The attitude which the Vancouver 
officials take in respect to the question 
is outlined In the appended article from 
tlio News-.-Vdvertlser: 

Following tho riot and mobbing of 
the Vancouver lacrosse i)la.vers, and 
the arrest of George Paris, trainer oC 
the Vancouver club at Now Westmin- 
ster on Saturday comoS' the announce- 
ment by Mr. AroTilo. MaciCaughton, 
manager of the Vanoonyer olUb, that 
no more matches ;wlll b6 plajred with 
the New westtrtlrisfef-^team. 

"We are thrdtigh .with New West- 
minster. Tp boL. aiObbed itnd chased 
off the groiitids By apetftatora ls some- 
thing that we .will, not stand , for and 
Vancouver will riot, play laerdsSd In the 
Royal GIty tffalh.*' 

"The Bitter fueling tH4t has existed 
between Vancouver and Now Westmin- 
ster lacrosse enthusiasts for many 
years has at last resulted in a riotous 
affair that will .soiind the death knell 
of lacrosse in British Columbia, and 
which may result In a spilt In tho Brit- 
ish Columbia Lacro.scs assoclatfon. Tho 
mobbing ot Vancouver players was un- 
called for. Sevornl hundred hoodlums 
are responaihle for the affair, but just 
why the police of the l^oy.al Cit.\', who 
were on the scene all the time, did not 
do something to protect a few support- 
ers who accoiniianicd the team is sonio- 
thlng that Is yet to be explained. They 
lost no time In arresting Paris, but 
when the Imodiums were pelting the 
pla.\'er.s and others with rotten eggs 
thf!y took no actlim and permitted tho 
assault. 

"In Vancouver several years ago ;in 
incli)lent riot arose ;uul a few siiccta- 
tors mixed for a couple of minutes, hut 
before the trouble became general the 
police of Vancouver were on tho scene 
and quelled the disturbance and tho 
game proceeded. In Ne\v Westminster 
sevoral aasatilts have' taken place, a 
New Westminster player once Jumping 
Into the grand stand 6ut si Vancouver 
man's head open with a lacrosse stick, 
but no action was over taken by tho 
autlinrlties of tho Royal City to pun- 
ish the offender. And It Is bCcau'So 
of tii<' lax method.T,ln tho suppiesslon 
of rowdy conriuct on tho i)laying field 
that .Saturday's match ended In a sen- 
satlon.il mobbing affair la which a 
revolver was drawn and one main was 
slightly scratched by a bullet from tho 
weapon. 

"Lacrosse players must bo protected 
tlie same as the iiedestrlnn who walks 
down a public highway. In Now West- 
minster the Vancouver pWyera have 
for years past ilAdcfgono moat dis- 
graceful t'reatihdrit at thtf hands of the 
hoodlums who Con'gfe'gatd In small 
siiuads. That they had pltfrthed to i!)SIt 
tho Vancouvcrs with rotten eggs ■Nvas 
evident by the fact that they wore well 
supplied with eggs when the. trouble 
arose. ^Mr. Macnaugliton's "clothes 
were rulne<i, while man.v of tho players 
wert: spattered with tho contents of 
rotten eggs. ]:)urlng it fill the police 
stood idly by and took no hand In tho 
affair, nor made any effort to prevent 
th mobbing. Rut, when a Vancouver 
man, called upon to protect himself 
from tho mob, which had threatened 
to lynch him, drew a revolver, police- 
men then Jumped In and carried him 
off to. gaol. , 

"TheitroUblo' aroso after Tommy Glf- 
ford rtnd Vernon Croon had slashed 
nno another with their ntlcks. .

Tho Study of Literature. 

The tragic death of Mr. John Chur- 
ton Collins, win;), afti.'r making an ox- 
collont reputation as a university 
lecturer had filled for some time a 
chair In the University ot IMrinlngham, 
recalls ;i keen controversy wlilcii be- 
gan tweiU.\' \ears a.go In the University 
of Oxford, and which lias been going 
on more or less continuously over 
since. The best account of tlie issue 
then raised and of the earlier stages of 
tho discussion Is to be found In Pro-^ 
f essor ' Cblllhs' monograph" on "Tho 
Sfudy of English Literature," pub- 
ll.shed In 1891, with this suggestive 
motto on its title jiage: "To abandon 
these studies in order to support 
philology is like burning a city to 
save the gates." The stuilies luentlon- 
ed iire those coming iinijierly under 
the desiguatlon (jf "literature." 

'I'lie occasion of the ()xl'(jr<I oon- 
trox-ers.v was tho jiroptisal in JSS7 to 
estahlis'h a chair of "lOiiglisli Jjitera- 
luro" In Oxford, and funds to endow 
It were .'secured by tho assistance of 
many who desired It to bo devoted to 
tho study of literature, not of lan- 
guage. To their disappolhtmerit the 
work assigned to' tho choiir by tho 
managemertt of th'6" University was 
tWe' Interlirctatlon of Middle English, 
tlinf 1^ of Such literature as there was 
prior to Chaucer. Every i'biglisb 
scholar knows that tho iiroductions of 
that period havo almost no literary 
value at all, and that it Is useless to 
take for i-)urposes- ' 6f literary study 
any works older fhari 'Sljenser's, cx- 
ceiit Chaucer's. 

This Oxford controversy Is very jn- 
slructlvo to all teachers of literature 
la our Bcliool.s and universities" In 
Canada. TlH-re is alwa^•s tho two- 
fold interest preH(-'nt in the sudy of a 
work of literary art, namely, the pure- 
ly literary one, and tbcMriet^y ^clon- 
tlflc one. Itils- ufifciieiiss' td 'ixpreds any 
o^Inlori as to' their telatlvb' lmt)Ortance. 
Neither can be safely Ignored by any 
teacher, but every teacher should 
know ho-iv to distinguish bet\veen them 
and how to keep them distinct In tho 
minds of his pupils or students. 

The chief defect In tho teaching oC 
literature Is making It on thu ono 
hand too linguistic and on the, other 
too Init'orinativo, tho student luiving 
little oijperlunlty to Interjiret for him- 
self tho humanistic content of tho 
work in hand. This includes a 
thorough ;ic(|ualntalnce with tlio text, 
of course, and a study at llrst hand of 
Its rorni as well as Its slgnillcancc f6r 
lU'o and Idcala. What Is most valu- 



he can by skilful quesl lonliig be mado 
to discover for himself. Ills right to 
interjiret for lilmself should not bo 
questioned or ignored. Uis Inter- 
pretation may not bo the right one, 
or oven a good one, but tho honest 
effort by which It Is arrived at makes 
for culture wh'at6yer may be' Its effectV 
on tho accumulatloh of m6i'Q \€axit\nf^ 
The iiractleo of using ' anhotatccT 
edition.'; of literary texts' In' schools Is 
vli'tua!l.\- pi'dhiliitlvo and ibrevenfi-ve of 
culture. ]':specially Is this the caso 
whon, as loo often iiappeuis, tho ex- 
aniin.-ition cpiestions are l.iased on the 
elucid.ition rather than on the texts 
themselves. i'h'ery teacher kiii-)ws the 
dilticult.v and danger (.if e;iamlnatlons 
in literature, lint If we must ;Kive such 
exanilratlons they certainly should nut 
be allowed to divert the minil of tho 
student from what is .-ihsolul el.N' es- 
sential to culture — the jiractlce of in- 
dependent Interiirotation of works of 
literary art.— The Presbyterian.

The Chippewa passed 
while tho Id.-i :\Iay was being beached, 
and Capt. .McAlpiin- reports hearing 
the whistles of llie Princess Victoria 
close insliore, Init no effort wa.s made 
to ascertain wliat had occurred. 
Heavy Fog. 
it was very thiclc wlien the Prince.ss 
A"ietoria left Seattle yesterday iiioriilng 
anil .she was proceeding under a slow 
bell. Wlie-n off Appletree cove, at 
a m., about half an liour later than 
usual in clear weather, a steamer's 
whistle was lie.ard. Tint whistling in- 
dicated that tlie unknown vessel was 
crossing from starboard to port across 
the bow of the Princess Victoria. Capt. 
Griffin strained hls' eyes to make out 
the vessel aiieid, without effect. The 
Princess was ' stopped. She had just 
15st way after the bridge telegraph had 
rang the signal to tho engine-room, 
and answering tinkle liad come wlien 
Whistles wore lieard again, tliis time 
oh tho port bow. and ininieiliatel.\' 
afterward a dark hull loomed out of 
the fog curtain, 'coming from port 
across llie bows of the ferr.y fUeamer 
at a little wider than right angles. The 
engines were reversed tf) slop wliat 
way was left, and lliu I'rincesK Vic- 
toria was almost at a standstill when 
the Ida Ma>- strueii her port l)ow 
against tlie sharp stem of llic bigger 
v.e.ssel, tho steam cutting into tlie llsh- 
Ing sciioouer to the middle. 

Story by Eye- Witness. 
The shock was a Very light one, 
hardly perceiitlble to those unpreparecl 
for sometiiing tiniis.s save b.v the stop- 
page and vibration following the re- 
Ver.sing of tlie engines. 

'"When the engines were rexerscd," 
said oJie of tin; jiassengers, J went out 
from wliere I sat in the snioklng-rooin 
and saw a \eH.sel lield under the stem 
of the PriiK-ess, her ijosltlon showing 
clearly by llio angle that she had been 
trying to get across our bows.

on this boatr A boat took thorn over 
and all boarded the Dodo. A\'e thought 
Capt. Hansen and probably one \rian 
would remain -with the wreck, hut they 
all left her. Tlien we backed out into 
the fog, leaving the hnllbut-ladon 
steam schooner well <iown, lied fast to 
the beach close to shore." 
. J. Savannah, wlio was a passenger 
roturning from Seattle, said: "W'licn 
the Ida I\lay was llrst seen she was 
coining at good, sjieed from the port 
side across our bow. Wc wore almost 
stopped. As, spon as .h,e, caught sight 
of her, Capt. (irVflin 'reversed oiir en- 
g^inos, and tlio Princess was practical- 
ly still when the boats came together. 
There was but a sli.glil shock, and 
wlien llie stem cut into the lisbing 
\'eKsei this suriirised nie; hut the bow 
of tlu^ Princess is so sharp. The next 
minute 1 saw all hands clambering up 
over the rail from tlic lishing vessel. 
The work of the Princess Victoria's 
eaplaiii and crew was splendid. A 
boat was down in no time, and men 
from tho Princess were down on tlie 
lishing vessel in sliort order nialdng 
lier fast with lines to u.s, so that she

Few Saw the Affair 

The happening came with so littlo 
warning that the actual spectators of 
the collision among <tho passengers 
wer^i not many. .They were\conllned 
to those in the ■ob.servatlon room,, for 
In the foggy weather few of the travel- 
lers stood outside. Oiu; lady M the 
ohscrvatlon room fainted as the Ash- 
ing scliooner struck tlie liner, .and 
while the seamen were saving the ves- 
sel from g(dng down, stewards sin'- 
cored llie unconscious woman. This 
was the only iintow;ird incident. Tlie 
other passen.gers were calm. Interested 
in the spectacle with full conscious- 
ness that the liner was undamaged. 
'I'iiey were the .audience while Capt. 
(Irifnn and his crow worked, and the 
delay scarcely worried them- One pas- 
senger was anxious to know, though 
what time tho steamer was likely to 
reach Victoria. He asked the captain, 
standing at tho bridge rail In eliarge 
of the salvage work; but the captain 
never showed an.v sign of h;iving lii.anl 
llim. lie looke(i riglit over iiiiii ;ii(d 
went on sii|)eriiiti.'ndlng Uie woric of 
saving the lisliiiig vessel wliicli collid-

In Victoria, wiien llie steamer failed 
to arrive .it her usual time ilie wailing 
crowd lliouglil fog had detained In r.

Two 
o'clock came, and .Mr. McUowan post- 
ed a notice to those who had been 
waiting for the steamer with tickets 
to Vancouver, stating she would not 
sail until 5 p. m. At 2:30 p. m., tho 
(_'bi]iiii'wa arrived and tlie (iucpiirers 
W(iit to her to .«eek news of liie de- 
la v.-d steamer, ('apt. .McAlpine, of the- 
Clilppi'wa, said: "Wi' passed the Prill- 
cess Victoria about 10 o'eloek. She 
was elosi' to the shru-e ui'ar Appletree 
point. I don't know v.liellier slie was 
asliore; hut she wa.-^ awful close to the 
shore,-. She blew tv.'o or three wiilslles 
as we e.-inie u|i. They weren't dislirss 
or p.assing signals; foj; signals |)ir- 
liaiis. Evidently tliey thought I was 
coming up close to her. As we passed 
I lost her and heard no further whis- 
tles. That's all I know about her. I 
tliought she was under way tintll after 
I passed, and didn't hear her iivhlatles 
again." 

Three quarters of an hour, later tho 
Princess Victoria's wlilstle ' sotinded 
and she rounded Into the harbor a"nd 
n ported the eaii.se of tho delay. ,Slie 
w.Ls held ovi'r until ,') ]>. m., and h'ft 
for \'aneoii\-i-r then. Slie left for .Se- 
aUle on time from Vancouver last 
uigiil and is exij.-cted as usual at noon 
to(la.\'. ,

Work Completed. 

The work progressed well through- 
out August and with the announce- 
ment of the date ot the election was 
almost completed.' ' Wires were sent 
by the provincial secretary to every 
jirlntlng ofllco charged with the work 
to pursue all speed In completing the 
oi'der. This was done, the lists mail- 
ed to the returning olllccrs, and to 
Ottawa and orders lilled. 

On Sept. 11, less than a week after 
the receipt of the letter printed above 
and week before the dl.ssolution of 
Jiarlinment, Hon. Dr. Young wired 
Smith Curtis as follows: — 

"Nelson Columbia finished, Rcvtjl- 

stoico, Ro,<!sland, fourteenth Balance 

next week. 'Tnilr may be delayed for 
few days." 

But Mr. Chirtls was evidently not 
worrying about a reply to that 'lett-er 
for ho was out of town and he liad 
left no .iddress.

FEARS FOR SAFETY OF 
NEWirWED COUPLE 

.Wreckage of Launch- of W. 
Shaw Found on Lawn 
Point 



The steamer Tees which reached 
port yesterday morning from Capo 
Scott and way ])orta of the west coast 
of Vancouver island with 73U barrels 
of whale oil brought news that consid- 
erable alarm Is entertained at Quat- 
Klno for the safety of Mr. and Mrs. 
William Shaw of tills city, owing to 
the llnd of the top of a launch recog- 
nized as theirs by a prosiiector at 
Lawn point after the Shaws were long 
overdue. Leaving Victoria this sum- 
mer in a single-masted Columbia river 
boat fitted with a SV2 horse power en- 
gine, the Shaws went on a honeymoon 
trip around Vancouver Island by way 
of tho east coast to Quatsino. .Mrs. 
Shaw was Miss Berrldge ot tills city. 
Shaw located tho gold jiropertles at 
Klaskino Inlet and the proiiertlcs from 
which the richest ore yet taken on 
Vancouver island h;is been mined are 
exciting much Interc.'^t. 

The launch with the Shaws on bo.ard 
left Quatsino on Aug. for Klaskino 
and is said to have started back from 
there, one report stating that .Air. Falls 
and two miners accompanied them; hut 
this Is not. generally^ credited. Ar- 
rangemehts had lieen'" made to h a\ e 
tlie launch, at Quatsino and take jiass- 
;ige on the steamer for Victoria on 
Serit. 7. Tho launch had not returned 
when tho Tees was at the west coast 
port. On the subsequent trip no news 
had been received of the missing craft 
and when tho Toes was at Quatsino 
on Sept. L'fi ncnvs came tliat two days 
lierore a. Swede while prospecting "at 
Lawn point had found the top of tiie 
house oC tlio .Shaw's launch on tho 
beach tlnre. ( 'onslilerablo alarm for 
the safety of tile missing couple was 
being entertained at Quatsino. 

William Christie, sjieaking of the 
report brought from Quatsino, said: 
"While I was cruising up tlio east 
coast In my launch CJavlota, I met .Mr. 
and Mrs. Shaw, who wore on the!r 
honeymoon trip, 'tis understood. They 
were married at Victoria in .June and 
It was in the latter part of that nionlli 
I met them and went on board their 
craft. They were bound for a point 
just south of Quatsino sound wlicre 
Mr. Shaw had mining interests he was 
going to look after. Their craft was 
a Colunilila river lioat about L',") feet 
long and 7 feet beam, lifted witli sin- 
gle mast, carrying mainsail and jib. 
She had a bunting deck pierced along 
both Bides with a row ot square win- 
dows, protected by curtains and bam-" 
boo. She had a 3V6 horse .power Meitz 
and Weiss- oil engine as auxiliary. She 
looked a seaworthy enough craft for 
moderate weather, but struck mo as 
not being suitable for a heavy west 
coast storm. Mr. Shaw was a young 
Englishman' and I think' knew how to 
handle a boat, and I do not think he 
would take any unnecessary risks. The 
peculiarity of tlie windows In his cabin 
would identify it If intact." 

The Tees brought news from Sechart 
that the steam whaler Orion has been 
making good catches off Barkley sound.

Masniflcent was the ovation given R. 
L. Borden, loader ,ot. the Conservative 
party, ''In -the. Dominion parliament by 
two audiences In Toronto on thtj ovcn- 
ins oC Sept. 23rcl. Five thousand peo- 
ple paclced tho ^[as^^ey Music hall to 
the doors, whilo tho Vlctorlii hull noar 
liy, socurod for tho overllow, faileil to 
ucjconiniodato th-e thousands who 
thronged the streets, 'unable to gain 
adnil.s.slon. 

Jlr. Borden's speech was a marvel of 
compact and vigorous statements and 
constituted a (riiimphant arrulgnment 
of the governnuiU, of broken pledges, 
of graft and i)arty frauds. 

lie said in j)art: 

Mr. R, L. Borden, on rising to ad- 
dress tho meeting, was received with 
ringing cheers. The audience rose on 
masiie, the- ladles waving th^ir luuui- 
kerchiefs, and evvry time tlie Con- 
servative chieftain attempted to speak 
he was greeted with eiilhii:;ia;itic 
eheering. it was nearly live minutes 
before Mv. Borden could obtain a 
hearing. ".Mr. C'ijaimian, ladles and 
gentlenien," he begun, '11 Is not neces- 
sarj- for me to say how deeply and 
llow sincerely I feel the splendid rc- 
c«l)tlon wlilcii von have aocorded me 
tonight; Indeed, if all the signs of 
the times are not utterly wanting, it 
i- 'Will bo easier to get into power on Oc- 
tbbep 26th next than it was to get Into 
■ '|. jthlB hall when I arrived tonight. (Loud 
cheers.) I am delighted to see so many 
i';"f;-ladle8 present (cheers), wlio, not only 
"' this year, but last year, in a campaign 
extending over twelve weeks, and 
touching every province of the Domin- 
ion, testiliod their appreciation of the 
Conservative cause. (Renewed cheer- 
ing.) Jly friend. Mr. Hanna, who is an 
authority on the suliject — (laughter) — 
has assured me that every married 
$dy In this country controls one vote 
-and that every sln.gle \;u\y controls 
from three to five votes. (More laugh- 
'.'.ter.) Now if we ,can get the ladles 
■^hp are married to control the votes 
of their husbands ' and the ladies who 
vare ynot married to give us the majoi*- 
Ity.'ot the' votes they dohtroi thence 
will be assured of viotory.lf' •■*(:• ' 
Dealing with tho appcarancoi'.of . the 
provincial repre.sent'ativt?s on his plat- 
form in a Federal cani)jaign, Mr. Bor- 
den said It was well known to those 
who remembered their history that in 
days gone by tliat great man, Sir John 
A. Macdonald — (cheers) — sincerely de- 
sired to keep Federal politics and" jiro- 
vlncial politics apart in this country. 
It v^a well known that it was not 
possmlo to accomplisli tliat. Tho Lib- 
erals had by tlielr action prevented 
that, and he made no apology for the 
appearance of these gentlemen on his 
platform. 

Western Land Frauds 
Jlr. Borden then proceeded to deal 
with the government's ma'admini.^tra- 
tlon of western lands, and said that the 
result, of the administration of 
Sir : Wilfrid Laurier'a govern- 
ment of the lands in the AVest liad re- 
sulted .that men who ten .years ago 
were not worth any more than they 
stood up in were today mllUonarles, 
whilst men in other parts of Canada 
li.id only boon abio to obtain ain honest 
comiietence. 

It was not to tho credit of Sir Wil- 
frid Lauriei-, Mr. liordi'n ventured to 
:is!,-ert, that he (Sir ■\Vilfrid) had dis- 
missed tlie attacks made on his gov- 
ernment in tlie somewhat flippant way 
in which he had attempted to do in 
the last few days. 

The party system w;is in vogue in 
this country. It wa.s tlie best system 
Which the genius of tlie British people 
had been able to evolve up to the pre- 
sent time. Everyone recognized that 
until some better system had been 
found It became tlie duty of every man 
and wimian in tlil.s country to seo that 
tile party system was worked in this 
country in the most advantageous 
manner and that it brought about (he 
highest standards of public life and 
government in tliis country, 
i.' l''"'ty sy.it"m amount 

to? Mr. Borden asked. "It means that 
BO far as matters ;ire conc.rn.'d upon 
Which there may be a legitimate dif- 
ference of opinion (on (iuesti(jns of 
tariff, on questions of government 
ownersliip or government control of 
Jiubllc utilities), on all these and simi- 
lar questions public opinion may be 
divided. But tliere is above all that, 
and It seems to me above all the ties 
of party alleglanc... ono supreme con- 
sideration which must be kept in si-'ht 
by the i)Ul)lie of this countrv, and tlial 
is, there Is the neccssitv t.> insist that 
on honest expenditure and i)roper puli- 
JIc administration for .-ill purjio.sps 

"1 mean wliat [ say, ,-uKi if I nni re- 
turned to^ power and do not act as I 
have, said, I want you, to turn us out 
at the earliest opportunity," asserted 
Mr. Borden, 



wan valley land deal fhey have failed 
to answer thorn. I ■want to go Into one 
or two of these matters tonight, and 
I want to spcnic paricularly to the 
Llborala hero tonight, and I challenge 
any of them to contradict the state- 
ment, that' tlio government liavo used 
the public domain ot this country In 
the west for the benefit of their party 
friends, and that' tlie government have 
systematically, under the forms of 
law, liaiidc'd over luindreds of thou- 
sands of acres of tlie tti-^z ngricnitural 
and timber lands In tliis country to 
party friends." 

jMr. Borden challenged any Liberal 
member of the audience to deny it, and 
waited for a resiionso to tlio challenge, 
bul, of course, no one responded. 
Saskatchewan Valley Land Deal, 
^Ir. Borden went on to refer to the 
notorious Saskatchewan valley land 
deal, and such like scandals, and again 
asked wlietlier there was any l,iberal 
who would stand up bel'nro Ills fellow- 
countrymen and iipprove ot tlie plunder 
of the pulillo domain such as ho had 
Just called attention to. 

"What opporfunlty was there for any 
person to compete? There wn.s no op- 
liortunlty at all. Many of the limits 
were put U]) in llie dead of winter, and 
the lenders closed in five weeks. 

In some few cases there was .a sec- 
ond tender or a tliird tender. There 
was a prescribed form upon which tho 
department accepted tenders. Mr. 
Burrows did not use that form. Some- 
times one 'cheque was enclosed; some- 
times t'wo, There was one cheque 
when there was one tender. When did 
one find, two cheques? When there 
were two tenders, the first' cheque 
added to the second ma'de up enough 
to overtop the larger tender. Where 
there were three cheques, the three 
added together would, if nocossary, ex- 
ceed tlio largest offer. 

Is tliero not something for talk In 
all that, my Liberal friends? The Im- 
perial Pulp company hnvo limits 
worth over one million dollars, and 
how much they pay for them — about 
$09,000. Tho next tender was about 
$33,000, so yon -will seo by what a 
narrow margin these men, by collu- 
sion in tendering, obtained their hold- 
ings. These men have committed 
frauds i)y c.ollusion. with tenderers. 
These matters liave been brought to 
the attention of Sir Wilfrid Laurler. 
and the government time and time 
again. I moved in tho TToiise myself 
for a committee of nnnuiry — for a 
complete investigation into all tliese 
matters, but' from tliat time to this, 
there has been no investigation, save 
on!.v wliat wc were able to .attain by 
our own efforts in the public accounts 
committee. The dnv is coming, how- 
ever, when there will be Investlg.Ttlon 
and restitution called for. (.Applause.) 
I am a firm believer in government by 
constitutional means only, and the 
Conservative p.irt'y, under iny lend.'r- 
slii]) stands pledged to bring back In- 
to tile ownership and control of tlie 
people of Canada .all lands that have 
been alienated in the mnnner In which 
I have Indicated. (Applause.) 

Despoiled of Millions. 
^Continuing, Mr. Borden declared 
most em'phatlcally that ho objected to 
tho expenditure of public money for 
tho benellt of private individuals. 
How many millions of dollars had 
gone Into the pockets of tlie friends 
of the government'.' Sir AVIlfrld 
Lauricr had nslced to be allowed to 
nnlsh his work. Why didn't he let the 
Civil, Service Comnilssin llnisli Its 
work. (Applause). There had been 
only a jiartlal Investlgatiiin into the 
department of marine, and the otlier 
liranehes had been scarcely tmiched, 
.vet tlie men who had conducted this 
entiulry, whicli had revealed sucli a 
bad state of affairs, .Messrs. Courtney, 
I'^ysclio and B.azln, of Quebec, were all 
uprlglit men, and all good Liberals. 
I'lie report of these men, partial 
though it was. was of a nature sufll- 
cient to drive any gnvernmeiit In 
I';n.gland out of newer. The Liberals 
said the Conservatives were scandal- 
mongers — that we tvore muek-raiiers. 
The three eommlssldners he had re- 
ferred to were muck-rakers — tliat is 
what tlicy had l^een, and no men 
could be engriged in more riatriotic 
work than exposing wrongdoing and 
misgovornment, whereby the public 
suffered. Lleut.-Col. Goudreau, late 
deputy commissioner of marine, admit- 
ted that In his department alone at 
least $200,000 of your money had been 
misused .by these gentlemen, in absurd 
expenditures, and in other, ways. He 
could give them many examples, but 
would permit one to suffice to show 
the absurd way in which the people's 
money had been squandered In tho 
Arctic expedition. One Item in tho 
strange mixture that went to make up 
this cargo was that of 10.000 pounds of 
pemniie.-in, made ui> of currants, shred- 
ded beef and fiit. .Nov.-, hew much do 
you tliink tin; department jiaid for this 
— 20c a pound, SOc or lUc'.' — f)h, no, 
I but SI. 2.") per jiounil. Tlio expert that 



the government, - in: someviimysterlous 
way, found out what lands were want- 
ed. These party friends got options 
upon these pieces of real estate In 
every Instance. The price to the mid- 
dlemen for these tlvo parcels aggro- 
gated $141,000; the price to tho gov- 
ernment $257,000. These men, theso 
niiddlemen, theso party friends cleared 
$100,000 ' without investing a single 
dollar. 

Mr. Borden then took up the mys-. 
terions and reni.arkable North Atlan- 
tic Trading company. This company 
niado a contract six months heforo It 
was born, (Laughter.) "I am sin- 
cere. This government made a con- 
tract witli what purported to be tills 
company, n contract sealed with its 
imaginary cori)orato se.-il, six montlis 
before it was Incorporated." 

Who composed It'.' Tlie record dis- 
closed a tavern-keeper and a few law 
clerks as the only stockholders. Tlieir 
nominal Investment was $2;]0 (laugh- 
ter), yet they collected from tlii.s gov- 
ernment $300,000. Of course, there 
were "men behind," hut In this, iis In 
every other case of malfeasance or 
suspicious, the government supporters 
iilocked investigation and- refused , to 
let this truth; be knbwn. 

Taking up ,the 'imhiigration question 
-Mr. Borden said that during the past 
ten years, the government had been 
too insistent as to the quantity and too 
careless as to the! quality of Immlgru 
tlon. He declared himself as opposed 
to bonusing Immigration on principle, 
It should only lie apiilied In e.veeptlonal 
cases where it might be needed to in- 
duce oxceiitioiially lilgh-class irniiil- 
gration. Mr. Borden declared th;it tlie 
whole subject of Imni Igra lion should 
be suljject, and subject only, to tlie 
government of Canada. 'I'liat control 
should not bo divided witli, much U'ss 
should It be surrendered to tlie gov- 
ei-nmerits of foreign nations. Certain- 
ly tlu^ inatti'r of Japanese immigration 
to Canada .should lie settli.'d by tlio 
authorities at Ottawa, and not by tlio 
authorities at Tokio. ( .\pi)lauso. ) 

"W'liat about .Senate retorui'.'" asked 
a listener. 

"1 observe that having a Lll)eral ma- 
jority in tlio Senate the goveriinieiit 
regards It as now sullielently relonn- 
od," rei)lied tlu^ (ii)position leader. -Si'ii- 
ato reform was undoubtedly a dltll- 
cult question. Tho Confederation was 
entered into upon a certain basis. Mr. 
Borden did not think any reform could 
be accomplished without the consent 
of every "province. He believed that 
some reform should be made. 

"When we. are returned to po^wor 
wc will endea'V''or to get tho consent of 
every province to certain proposals 
which we shall make. Ono thing I 
promi.se. In ono year ■wo shall make 
as much progress as theso gentlemen 
have made • In twelve," remarked Mr. 
Borden, and tho audience cheered and 
laughed.

AVliat had tlio Libernls done with 
regard to their platform of IStl.T' It 
had been said tliat ajiart fnun tlie 
trade policy they luitl carried if out 
The Conservative platform, as an- 
nounced in Halifax last year tlid not 
differ mucli from it. ilad tho govern- 
ment carried out Its trade policy '.' >,•,, 
Liberal could deny that it had not.

A plank In the platfoirm of the Lib- 
erals In 1893 -was ;that ' the. public do- 
main of this great country should be 
retained for tho settler and hot for the 
speculator. 

"My friend. Sir Wilfrid Laurler," 3\rr. 
Borden went on, "ana my friend, Mr. 
Fielding, have bean traversing this 
country during the past three weeks. 
Tliey have liad before them our attacks 
in parliament, and our statemcnt.s on

Mr. Borden paid u tribute to tlio in- 
det'atigublo and faithful services of tho 
live ropresontntlves .of Toronto in the 
Housa''6f\ COmmoris,« and; ejtpressed tho 
liope that none would be defeated on 
October 26. 

"Tho grciit men of bygone days— 
JIacdonald, Cartler, Sir Charles Tup- 
per, and others— l)u lit well and built 
better iierliaiis tlian they knew, tliough 
they had tlio courage and tlie foroBlght 
to realize the great destiny of tills 
counti'.v— a (le.-;tlny whicii Is now bcin-- 
fuinlled, a destiny which will place 
this comitry not only in tlie foreground 
in tho Briti.sh Empire, but in the front 
of tlie nations of tlie earth," concluded 
Jlr. Oordt'ii, amidst outbursts of ap- 
pla use. 

Bowser's Speech 
Hon. AV. J. Bowser, attorney-gen- 
eral of Britlsli Columbia, iiresented by 
the cliairman as "The Hercules of tlie 
■\V'est," expressed ills regret tiiat Pre- 
mier McBrid<> could not be present. 
He was proud to come liere as ills re- 
proscntavlvc, I have long heard, he 
said, of tho great Massev luill meet- 
ings, but this Is tho first one which I 
ever had the honor to address, and I 
must say that' this magnificent demon- 
stration exceeds anytnlng that I ever 
dreamed of. 

Ur. Bowser said that he was asked 
why he came from British Columliia 
to assist Mr. Borden. He did not' feel 
it necessary for any Canadian citizen 
to apologiae for taking an Interest in 
tlu: politics of Canada. It was a 
strange dociTine which would exclude 
-Mr. Hazen, because ho lives In New 
Brunswick, and exclude Mr. Roblln, 
because he lives in Manitoba, from the 
fielil of fe(h'ral politics. Why, then,, 
is .Sir Wilfrid L.iurler so sensitive? Ho 
is sensltivi: because lie lilniself Is re- 
ceiving no KujiiKirt from the public 
men of Cauad.i outsiile of Ills own 
cabinet anil uieniliers of p;irli.ament 
seeking re-election. Mr. Bowser as- 
sured his audience tiiat tliere would 
be no "solid sevmi" of Liberals again 
from Britl.'.h Columbl;i. Tho solid 
se\-en will be Conservative, not a sin- 
gle Lilieral member of parliament 
from British Columbia v.'ill face the 
people on Oct. 2(). Some.. are not run- 
ning for re-election, and tliree of them 
liave had tlieir elections arranged to 
come after tlie general elections. 
The Asiatic Problem 
Mr. Bowser referred to the Mc- 
Groevy scandals, and spoke of a 
speech that Sir Wilfrid had made In 
that connection, when he said that 
gentleman could not repent, and the 
words would bo just as applicable to 
many of his own followers today. 
Tho speaker dealt briefly with tho 
Asiatic problem, which was perhaps 
more of a live subject In the west 
than It was In the east, but it w.'is 
something that would soon affect 
them liere. 1'hey were all eomiioneni' 
parts of a great confe'der.ation, and 
what affected one afrecteil the otlKT 
Tlio (luestkin of .Iai)anese imiiilgration 
was a serious oni'. He had com 
down to the east, ;ind einnlug tlirou.gh 
the mountains of British ColimibIa he 
liad seen .laps . worJciiw along til 
lines ot the rallw.iys. lie had met tliem 
on the plains of .\tberta, al.-^o In .Manl 
tolia. and on right down to (Jntario. 
If they v.-anted this matter settled pro- 
perly, they must Join liaiids with llie 
I Conservatives, as Sir 'Wilfrid Lrui- 
rier's record w.'is well known on the 
subject. Ill lS!)l-."i tlie Conservative 
liarty, then hi yiower at Ottawa, true 
to tindr jirlnclide:-, stipulated that in 
Britain's treaty with .lapan Can- 
ada shoulil have control over tho en- 
try of .lapanese into this countr.v. 
'IMnie liad gone on, and in the la.st 
u-":ity In tween Britain and Japan these 
little lirinvu ukui wore given full riglits 
to enter Canada, and when the Liberal 
government was asked to oppose this, 
tlie reply had boon^that 11' would never 
do, as it might cause trouble between 
Britain and Japan, in British Colum- 
bia a .law had been passed putting an 
educational test on all Asiatic immi- 
gration.

Tho discussion upon horses and the 
care tlioy should get, which was 
iongthy as well as .very interi'stinK, lie-- 
Ing closed, Chief AVatsoii inlroiiii .-ed 
Mr. Hutchinson, the city eleetrleinn, 
who have a detailed description oi iln' 
lil.ijh-pressure, salt-water sv-steiii wliicli 
is ill coiirso of proparatioii, remarking 
at the very outset liiat wlial lirenn-ii 
recpiirod was water and hils of it, .-uid 
this tliey proposi-il lu suii|)l>-. (-A))- 
Iilause.) He laid particular stress UDoii 
tile dliplii-ate set of mains wliicli Wiiuld 
lie ])rovidrd in tiic Ijiisincss section. 
'.I'lie longest avcr;ii<c prcssuri' from -tlir 
new ri'.'^i'l-volr won Id Ije alimit •!•'> 
pounds, wliicli v,-oul(l l)c siirficicnt for 
domestle iiurposes, aitliouKh a consid- 
erably pressure was retiuired in order 
to secure a proper degri-ee of protection 
apainst fire. • Duplicate mains were 
iiljsolutoly necessary In this city, imt- 
witliHlandilig the fac.t that lar;-,'i-r mains 
^vnulcl ill' laid for domestic- supi)l>-. In 
! tilt' l)Uslni-'ss (luai'ter, under the new 
j s.\-.steiii, 11.") pounds' prc^ssiire per 
I s(|Uar(' iiu'li would be provided. 'I'lic 
I |>resi'iit consumption anioiiiiti'd to .'-;omc 
ll.fjOO.oOD of Rallons dally, and tills 
(|ii.-intil.\' Would be made avoii.-ible in 
any one' blocli. .Sail wali'i' would only 
Ijc us(--d in tlic c\-ciit ii( cMn'me iicccs- 
sit.\-, ami no main less llian c-lKlit inclu-s 
in diameter would Ije laid, while four- 
teen standard fire utreunis, with a hy- 
drant pressure of 125 pounds, would 
at nil times be possible. This was the 
system which had been designed, but 
they full.\' expected to attain still bet- 
ter results. (Loud applause.) 

In reply to tjuestlons, Mr. Ilutchin- 
soii stated lliiit nrrangeinont.s for elec- 
trlcai jiowcr were not .'is yei (lultc! 
concluded, but llicy anticipated that 
they would probably l)e obliKcd to ]iay 
the interest on the proportion of tiie 
plant, wlik-h would Lie la-Id In reserve 
for their use, and as 100 liorse-jiower 
Would he placed at their disposal, tliey 
would likefy pay the Infel-est on tho 
coat oC this ctiuipiuent, whilo in com- 
'Parison, tlje cost of power supplied 
would 1)0 merely nominal. 

The secretary then read a paiior on 
fire drill and firo jireventlbn in .seiioois, 
by Chief Myers of S'polcane. The papt r 
a lengtljy one contained much whole- 
some advice and advocated amongst 
other details that the .case of all new 
buildings, tho beating apparatus should 
bi; placed without -the school building 
projicr, and this ordinance -wasjatrlci- 
ly enforced. (AVPlause.) 

Secretary Bringliurst: "While it may 
sccni to be a hard thing to say, ncvcr- 
thel'SK tlie terrible disaster at Cleve- 
land, Oiilo, served ;i. very useful pur- 
pose, and uiuiuestionably In the ease 
of now school buildings It is a most 
|)rudei)t thing to place the heating ap- 
paratii.s on tho nntsldo of tho build- 
ings." 

Chief Smith contended that in the 
case of .small towns tlie fire chief did 
not iiossess tho authorit.v and control 
ovi'r tlu'so m.'ittcrs, which tliey sliouid 
liavc (hear, hear), wliilo in inaiiy 
towns where a building inspector was 
cmiilDN'ed tlie (luestion of fire danger 
and fir<i prev-ention reoeived .absolute- 
\y no consideration, this official being 
jiei-feelly satisfieii if the ordinary pro- 
\lsioiis "of the building by-law were 
(ibscrved. (Hear, he.-ir.) 

A deleg;iVi^ recommended ,'is an ex- 
ci'Uent system the placing of leather 
liaiulles at e.-ich end ol' mat tresses in 
Iiospllals, enabllUK a mattr.'ss and it.s 
oceuiiant to be conveyed to the out- 
side by two ordinary sized iinrses, 
while in tliCie cii'cunisUinces the mat- 
tress conld be I'eadlly sliipiied .-ilong 
the floor by dragging R down the hall- 
way, (li'.'ar, liear.) 

Sc'crelary Bringliurst .'--aid that llio 
very first tiling to be done in order 
to lessen dan.ger from fires in schools 
wa.s to see that the basemepts were 
always kept I'ompletely free of litter. 
In .Seattle tho school board insisted 
urioii alj school ha.-icmcntH belnpr main- 
tained In an ab.solute condition of 
cleanliness in order that tho slightest 
possible danger from fire might exist. 
And wliile wherever It could be man- 
aged all these buildings should bo un- 
questionably firo-proof whenever frame 
buildings were used for these pur- 
po.sos fire stops sliould bo provided 
and every possible precaution should 
bo taken. For It the basements were 
kept absolutely safe there appeared to 
be .small danger of fires orlglnatlnir 
anywhere olse in a scliool building. 
(Hear, hear.) 

Chlof Myers: "In Spokane all Hie 
school buildings are included within 
the fire limits in order to do away 
with wooden buildings enllroly." 
(Hear, hoar.) 

President Metz: "In DfiO oar.cs out 
of a 1000, fires in schoolhouscs oi ii;in- 
atc in tho basements." (Hear, Inar.) 

Chief Bruce: ".Mnst of the schools 
in our town arc supplied with two 
iron stairways, and wi' are making a 
success of It." (Hear, hear). 

Chlof McConn: '•The danger point 
In tho .school houses is always in tlio 
basement, as llie fin' u-^ually starts 
there. I liavc recommended our ;;cliool 
board to rlo.se up all opcnin.L.s in tho 

b. 'isements of tlu' school, I'or tlies.- am 
often mei,' nr.! traps. Wliilo in all 
cases vlicre disastnius fires have oc- 
curreil In schools Hie llames iiavo 
spread witli siicli raphiity tiiut littl>i 
or notlilng coulil be done lo protect 
tho ehihireii from danger. All tlio 
openings fruni tlie oiitsliio into the 
ba.soment siioiild be close. 1. I hav.i 
urged upon our school boai'ii tlu: n.'- 
cessitv cif placing '"le or two lin^ 
est-niies upon I'aeli sch.jol bu lit! 1 iig, a nd 
they are still (iigesling my I'ccomm.-n- 
datioii." (Hear, hear). 

Chief Long: "In tiie larger cities 
witli paid oflicl'.il-i IlK'se matters ari! 
not so very difliciilt, but in tiie smaller 
(owns of' 2,00(1 and li.OOD iie.ipio 
throiigluit Wasliing'ton, neither a 
building insiieclor nor a tin- mar.shal 
is employed ami es'eii wlu-n onlinaiu-i'S 
arc pafised these are being coiitlmiall.\' 
violated. Tlu'- only remedy i'or this 

c. jiidilimi ol' affairs is lo piiKs a slat.i 
law wliicli will cover towns o": tlie 1st, 
2nd, ;ird and 4th class,, and esin'cially 
the 3rd and 4th classes, which should 
be placed under the, control of tlio 
state inspector, while towns with 3,000 
ami 1,000 jieoiii. should ho authorized 
to n:ake a special le\ y of from one Lo 
three mills on the dullnr per annum 
for flro protection purposes." (Ap- 
plause). . 

C'lty Kloctrlclan Joslyn, of Seattle:

concerted action. Small towns with 
3,000 or 4.000 i)eoplc need a. apocUil 
levy for this puri)ose, and wo sliould 
help them to get it, whilo no one can 
liosslbly . bo Injured through our 
efforts. And, moreover, this la what 
this association Is for. (Applause). 
I would like to sec a comniltteo ap- 
pointed." (Hear. hcor). 

President Mcli;: "The chiefs of tho 
different states and provinces should 
caucuss together and prepare bills 
upon this sniiject, .-is this is a matter 
which indlviiluai members, iind not tho 
iissoclation sliould take up. We can 
(uih- talk about it, for as a.n.assocla- 
tin. wc lic'ivo no control over this very 
important issue, and the individual 
meniljers should get to work and 
hustle." (.\pplfLUse). 

Chief Smith: "X(2vertlieIoss tho 
passage of a, resolution in favor of 
such a law could not possibly do any 
Iiarm." (Applause), 

Chief Watson: "I beg to move that 
this matter be referred to, tho com- 
mitiei! on resolutions,", which was at 
oiu-e done. ' ". .. 

( '. ill. .loslyn read a ^hort and per- 
tinent paper upon llro .alarms In rola- 
tioa to l)olli tu-c departments and tho 
l)Ul)lic, observing that it w'as reinark- 
alile how very ignorant the people 
gt'iierally speaking, wore In respect to 
the way In which these common flro 
alarms ishould. bO' . utilized." ■ (Hear, 
hear). 

Chief McAlevy, of Tacoma, remark- 
ed that even policemen did not always 
know how to use these alarms. (Hear, 
hear). 

Evening 'Session 

Chief Watson stated that he had 
.ihandoned tho use of the Indicator, de- 
pending upon the hall and the intelli- 
gence of the nremen, the change prov- 
ing to be thoroughly justilied l)y the 
r. 'suits. ( I tear, hear.) 

Chief McAlcvy, of Tacoma, said tiiat 
in 'i'acmna they were using lioth gong 
anil indicator, 'and with great sueces.s. 

Chief i-Crautle, of Alameda, Cal., told 
the (.'.invention that their Board of 
l''reeholders. wlieii lliey we-re drawing 
uri the new city cli.'irter not long since, 
had placed all these matters under the 
control of tho local electrical commis- 
sion, which was by no. means ah im- 
provement- (Hear, hoar.) 

President Mctz: "I was very much 
struck by tho part of this paper which 
refers to tho Ignorance of the public 
in respect to lire alarms. Why, I ven- 
ture to sav that not so much :is one- 
Ihli'd of tiie people in any city really 
know liow to use the tire .-liarm sys- 
'-.■m. (Hear, hear.) In order to edu- 
cate our people i gave two demonstra- 
tions daily last spring, when I had au- 
diences ranging from ten to 150 per- 
sons, anil 1 intend resuming theso les- 
sons this fall. (Aiiplauso.)" • 

The secretary read a paper on ex- 
tingutshine flres in basements and. in 
sub-basements, by Chief Klngslcy. of 
Evoi-ctt, Wa.sh., in which he held that 
proper ordin.'inces jiroviding for tho 
storage of goods and the atllxing of 
nov.zlca formed tlie most important 
feature in the situation. Goods should 
not he stored elosi.'r tiian three feet 
from ceilings while .-js general rule 
the goose neck noz',5lo was the most 
suitabli'." (Applause.) 

Chief Smart stated that basement 
(Ires were ([uite frequent In Calgary, 
and lie had invented a contrivatice 
which he termed a lire scuttle, which 
when It was placed .In, tlie.. flooring.s 
Immedlatelif abo ye th e .basements, en- 
abled, such, fires tp T?e yqry "easily nnd 
quickl.v handled. A large number of 
them had already heon installed, while 
ho was informed from AV'innlpeg tliat 
their adoption in that city would load 
to the reduction of one iier cent In the 
rate of insurance. (Applause.) 

(jhief Cainiibidi observed that a sim- 
ilar aid was used in Portland, while 
Secretary l.tringluirst explained that it 
had also been found to be very ad- 
vantageous iu Soattlc .The paper was 
ordered to be printed, nnd tho conven- 
tion adjourned until ten o'clock this 
morning.
